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THE PROSPECTS FORTO-DAY 


AND SEA, 
AME YACHTS TO BE TOWED.DOWN THE 
BAY THIS MORNING—THE’ DINNER TO. 
SIR RICHARD SUTTON, 


There were more inquiries yesterday as’ 
to weather predictions than are often heard in 
the business centres of this busy city. Every- 
body was asking what kind of weather the 
Signal Service Bureau predicted for to-day. A 
report that a heavy northeast storm was coming 
down the coast caused a good deal of disquietude 
in Wall-street and its vicinity, as it was feared 
by many that in a very rough sea the sloop 
might be ata great disadvantage with the cut- 
ter. But those who had seen the sloop in rough 
weather laughed such fears to scorn and pre- 
dicted that in heavy seas she would beat the cut- 
ter worse than in smooth water. 

The Signal Service promises for to-day an 
easterly wind, with plenty of white caps outside 
bf Sandy Hook. A number of Sandy Hook 
pilots who were interrogated on the subject 
agreed with the Signal Service so far asthe 
heavy sea outside is concerned, but said the wind 
would be from the northwest. Capt. Lew Town, 
& well known nautical authority, thought the 


wind might be from the southeast, but, from 


whatever quarter, there would be plenty of it 
and a sea to correspond. 

The weather yesterday, as observed by those 
who voyaged from the Long Branch Ocean Pier 
by the iron steamboat, was of a nature to fillany 
gentleman possessed of a cutter with deep and 
abiding joy. Astrong wind was blowing from 
the east by northeast half east. Clouds of fine, 


misty rain were driving over the sea like.smoke, 
and the heavens were shrouded in a sheet 
of dull, leaden gray. Schooners -bound in 
were taking advantage of the wind, and 
were cracking on sail till their weather stays 


vibrated like fiddle strings because they were so 
taut. Long, steep-sided seas were rolling in 


from the offing, and asthey reared their crests 
the wind tore them into sheets of boiling foam. 
The iron steamboat rolled and pitched till the 
great majority of her passengers were haif 
frightened to death and hopelessly sea- 
sick. Occasionally big sea would 
Swing in under her weather pow and 


send a few hogsheads of water over the guard 
rail. There was more water than whisky in the 
barroom, which was forward of the weather 
side. The Boston sloop Thetis was passed beat- 


ing to windward just off the Romer beacon and 
was making good weather of it under mainsail, 
forestaysail,and jib. It was a cutter’s day if 
ever there was one,ana the steamer’s people 
seemed to believe that there would be yet 
enough wind and sea to-day to satisfy every 
one. 

Since Monday’s ineffectual attempt at a race 

there have been plenty of bets offered on the 
Puritan at odds of twotoone with no takers.. 
The yachts did not go down to Sandy Hook yes- 
terday afternoon, but will be towed down this 
morning. On board the Genesta there was no- 
body higher in authority than Mate Fosgate, 
who said that Mr. Beavor-Webb had left word 
for the reporters that he would have nothing to, 
gay until after the race. 
- On boara the Puritan were Dr. Bryant and 
Messrs. Richards and Welch, who sat around 
the cabin tabie making up scrap books of the 
volumes that have been printed and the illus- 
trations that have been made of their boat. 
Messrs. Forbes and Burgess and Gen. Paine had 
come up to the city to prepare-for the dinner to 
Bir Richard Sutton. 

The schooners Clytie and Speranza and the 
sloop Huron went down to the Horseshoe dur-- 
ing the afternoon under reeted sails. Riding at 
anchor around the Puritan were the sloops 
Eclipse, Thetis, Wizard, Priscilla, Dolphin, Re- 
gina, and the schooners Norseman, America, 
Harbinger, Viking, Vidette, Elfin, Dauntless, 
and Albatross. The Boston pilot boat Hes- 
per, which has brought a party on to 
witness the race and which looks much 
more like a yacht than the pilot boats here- 
abouts, was also in the fleet. As if birds of a 
feather flock together in the yachting world as 
well as in the air, the Genesta, ‘off the Seawan- 
haka Clubhouse, at Stapleton, was surrounded 
by cutters. There was, in fact, the. largest 
gathering of cutters there ever seen in thesd 
waters. This included the Bedouin, Ileen, 
Stranger, Clara, Maggie, Muriel, Mona, Madge, 
and a flock of smaller ones. 

The Regatta Committee of the New-York 
Yacht Club announces that if no third race for 
the America’s Cup is necessary, the race for the 
cups presented by Commodore Bennett and 
Vice-Commodore Douglas will be sailed on Sept. 
16 instead of the 15th; that for the Brenton’s 
Reef Challenge Cup will start on Fri- 
day, Sept. 18. and that for the Cape May 
Challenge Cup on Tuesday, Sept. 22. If 
a third race for the America’s Cup is necessary, 
the Commodores’ Cup race will be sailed on 
Sept. 18; the Brenton’s Reef race will start on 
Sept. 21, and the Cape May race on Sept. 25. All 
the conditions of these races remain as originally’ 


announced. Yacht owners are requested. to 
send in their entries without deiay, so as to 
facilitate the work of the committee.

A PROBLEM. FOR: OHIOi BLERKS, 


VOTE THE REPUBLICAN TICKET, 

Wasuineron, Sept. 10.—The election in 
Ohio, which takes place next month, occasions 
much discussion inthe departments as to the 
advisability of the clerks belonging to that State 
going home to vote. Some express:the opinion 
that the Ohioans will be perfectly-safe in exer- 
cising their rights as citizens, but' the majority 
seem to think that it will be a very hazardous 
proceeding for Republicans to do so. A former 


which adjourned in February last subject to 
the call of the Chairman, says that out 


ofthe 400 clerks who were organized and 
formerly went home to vote he can find onl 
about 40 who are willing to make a trip this, 
Fall. He says that many of the Ohioans and 
clerks from other States have deliberately used 
up all their 80 days’ leave of absence so that they 
can have an excuse for remaining in Washing- 
ton. The Ohio election is regarded as a test of 
this important question. The higher officials 
who have been approached on this subject say 
that employes who have not taken their full 
leave will be granted whatever time is coming 
to them, without regard to the use they may 
‘make of it. They claim to know that some 
_clerks have purposely saved a week ortwo to go 
home to vote, but they insist that noattempt will 
be made to hinder them jn their purpose. When 
asked what the consequences will be in case the 
Chairman of the locai district Democratic Com- 
mittee, or some other politician, files charges 
against these people for voting the Republican 


ticket, or, as it will be put, for becoming offen-: 
sive partisans, there is every evidence of a de- 
sire to be non-committal. ‘**We cannot be ex- 
pected,” said one, **to guarantee protection un- 
der all circumstances, nor to encourage men to 
leave their work to vote the Republican ticket. 
No questions will be asked when leave is applied 
for, but if I was a clerk anda Republican I 
would take the safe course and stay here. 
The questions that may arise will be 
embarrassing to the Administration, and the 
men who raise such issues will sim- 
piy iift themselves into a prominence 
that prudent peopie would avoid.” The pro- 
portion of clerks who have been in the habit of 
oing home to vote under -Republican Admin- 
strations is put by those who have paid close 
attention to such matters at 20 per cent. They 
say that the majority of clerks have been re- 
luctant to incur the expense attendant upon 
such affairs, especially when their voting places 
are at any distance from Washington. Pennsyl- 
vVanians, Ohioans, and Marylanders have had in- 
ducements held out to them in the shape of re- 
duced railroad fares, but these were the excep- 
tions. The actio& of the Ohio Republicans fo 
October will be watched with the greatest inter- 
est, and the fate of the 40 clerks who are said to 
have volunteered for the “forlorn hope,” as it 


is characterized, will be accepted as a precedent.

REVENUE COLLECTOR STONE. 





THE PRESIDENT’S LAST APPOINTMENT FOR 


CHICAGO, 


CurcaGco,: Sept. 10.—Rensselaer — Stone, 
“whom the President to-day appointed Collector: 
of Internal Revenue for the Chicago District, 
was born in Oneida County. N. Y., and is 55 years 
old. He came to Chicago in 1859,and has since 
that time been a member of the Chicago Board 
ot Trade. Sincethe fire he has done a purchas- 
‘ing and shipping business on the board. He was 
& member of the City Council in 1872. He is a 
Democrat well known in Chicago politics, and 
was Joe Mackin’s right-hand man up to 
about a year ago, when they had a 
falling out. It was through nhis_ efforts 
that Mackin managed to get into the Democratic 
National Convention. He has been a hard- 
working member of the County Democratic 
Central Committee, and is and has beentor a 
number of years Chairman of his Congressional 
Committee. Postmaster Judd said of him this 
afternoon: ‘* Stone has always been an active 
politician and a good worker, ana is,I think, a 
pure man.” 

Collector Harvey, whom Mr. Stone succeeds, 
was appointed Collector of Internal Revenue 
i= 1, 1876, as the successor of Gen, Webster, 
who died in March of the same year. He has 
served continuously up to the present time, 
having collected $83,000,000 during his official ca- 
reer, 





STRICKEN WITH THE OIL FEVER. 
= Cornine, N. Y., 
‘o'clock this morning many people near the 
Erie Railway station at Cameron, a small ham- 
let about 25 miles west of this place, were startled 
by a rumbling sound, as if an earthquake was 
about to take place. On investigation it was 
found that the cause of the alarm came from a 
test oil well that was commenced some time since 
and was drilled'about 50 feet deep.

The volume ‘is large enough to furnish fuel for 
several stoves. Excitement runs high and prop- 
erty bas gone up to fabulous prices, as Cameron 
is on what oil men term the “Lower Country” 
Bradford and 1g oy Oil Beit. The drilling of 
‘another well will be commenced at once by the 
oil fever stricken residents, and work on the 
Beach well will be pushed to oil rock, a paying 
volume of gas, or disappointment. 





: CHANGING GRADES OF WHEAT. 

Sr. Pauu, Minn., Sept. 10.—The Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission has abolished the 
grade of No. Lhard wheat and No. 1 Northern, 
established July 10. Other grades are to remain 
unchanged. The grades now stand thus: No.1 
hard Spring should be sound, well cleaned, and 
weigh no less than 58 pounds to the measured 
bushel, and be composed mostly of Scotch fife. 
No.1 Northern Spring wheat must be sound, 
well cleaned, and weigh not less than 57 pounds 
to the measured bushel, and be composed of 
bard and soft wheat. The change has been 
brougbt about by agitation at Duluth. The 
effect of the change is claimed 5! experts to be 
to grade all good wheat No.1 hard and add 4 
cents per bushel to the value of all such product.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 10.—Twelve firms of 
distillers of this city sent out a circular to-day 
announcing that they will hereafter make a 
basing price instead of selling their goods upon 
aj highwine basis. They give as their reason for 
the change that highwiues have almost entirely 


disappeared from this market. For the present 
their basing price will be $1 06. They promise 
that their price will be telegraphed daily with 
the regular market reports. he pian is not rel- 
ished by the redistillers, who are always bears 
on highwines, and will try to break it up, but 
the combination believe they are strong enough 
to adhere to it steadily. . 





CLERK VROOMAN’S LIST CORRECTED.

Orrawa,: Sept. 10.—Although the .date 


‘gallows. The-question of a respiteis now before 
‘the Government, who, notwithstanding the 
‘judgment of the Courtof Queen’s Bench at 
Winnipeg yesterday, are disposed to grant a 
reprieve to enable the case to be laid before the 
Imperial Privy Council. The questions of the 
jurisdiction and illegality of the court which 
passed sentence upon Riel are‘raised, and will, if 
a@ respite 1s granted, be submitted to England. 
Sir John Macdonald does not want to hang’ 
Riel. He cannot afford to hang him, as by so 


doing he would sacrifice the strongest faction of 
his political party, the French Canedians. It 
‘rests with him to grant a respite or not, and to 


Privy Council as he wishes carried out. 
MonrTREAL, Sept. 10.—The ravings of the 
French press have had the effect of stirring up 
the papers inthe English Provinces, and espe- 
cially in Ontario. The Orange Sentinel is partic- 
ularly outspoken in referring to the bad feeling 
between the different nationalities. It says: 
“*The French are as much French now as before 
Wolte vanquished Montcalm upon the Heights of 
Abraham. The dividing line is sharply drawn, 
and although upon many previous occasions 
differences of race and religion have been made 
strongly apparent, never before was the 
demarkation as distinct as over the present Riel 


imbroglio. The signs of the times point to the 
fact that this artificial nationality cannot last 
much longer.” Reference is then made to the 
efforts being put forth to save Riel from hang- 
ing, and pose him a French Canadian 
martyr, and the question is asked, Where will 
such conductend? The article then concludes 
as follows: “ We must warn our French Cana- 
dian neighbors that they stand upon a volcano 
which at any moment may explode, Riel has 


been fairly tried and convicted, and the gsen- 
tence of the court must be carried out. His 
crimes against Canada and the Canadian people 
are self-evident, and if the French element of 
this Dominion are determined to cheat the gal- 
lows they must accept the consequences.”

BOY BURGLARS CAUGHT. 


A BAD CROWD BETRAYED BY A LITTLE 
CHAP WHOM THEY TRUSTED. 


’ PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—A little boy 


named McCloskey, who is only 11 years old, was 
taken to the Eighth District Police Station last 
night, where he told a story which has resuited 
in the capture of a gang of juvenile burg- 
lars. The child showed two thin gold chains 
with trinkets attacbed, which he said a boy 
named Harry Shall had given him to sell. He 
had become acauainted with Shall while playing 
on the streets, and while talking with him had 
gained the startling information that his play- 
mate was the leader of a band of burglars. 
Shall divulged their rendezvous, an empty house 
in the neighbood, but McCloskey could not re- 
member where it was. Lieut. Edgar immedi- 
ately prepared a list of the empty houses 
in his district, and sent out a number 
of policemen in citizens’ clothes, who watched 
‘every corner where the thieves were likely to 
Jurk, At 5:15 o’clock this morning Officer Lewis 
Hoffman saw a number of lads come from the 
back premises of No. 704 Green-street carrying 
a bag and several bundles. Hoffman succeeded 


came up in time to pen four more in the alley, 
one of whom escaped. The prisoners gave 
their names at the station house as 
Charles Price, alias Harry Shall, Jo- 
seph Jeffries and Richard Jeffries, Jr., brothers, 
Frederick Snyder and George King. They 
turned informers on their confederate, John 
Rumer, who was captured during the day when 
sneaking into his home at No. 1,086 Nectarine- 
street. The house robbed by the prisoners was 
that of Alfred Box, whose family at present is 
in thecountry. The burglars’ booty represented 
not less than $800 worth of property, and included 
en embossed velvet piano cover. a sealskin dol- 
man and cap, several pieces of clothing, a type- 
writer, and silverware consisting of knives, forks, 
.spoons, and other articles. 

Lieut. Edgar said to-night: **This is the most 
important arrest we have made for some time. 
We knew about the existence of the gang, but 
were unabie to track it. The lads have avcom- 
plished their thefts with remarkable skill; ex- 
perienced burglars could not have done better. 
Tne arrests will sweep the district of a nest of 
young criminals.” It is considered remarkable 
that nearly all of the prisoners have had a re- 
spectable bringing up.

ALLY DEVELOPING. 
*GREAT ALARM THROUGHOUT THE STATE— 
AN ENORMOUS AMOUNT OF THE FRAUD- 4 
; ULENT ORDERS FLOATED. 
“‘InpIANAPOLIS, Sept. 10.—The develop- 
ments that are being continually made regara- 
ing the fraudulent issue of township orders by’ 
various Trustees throughout the State show 
that the swindle has been very generally oper-« 
ated and enormous quantities of the bogus obli-: 
gations disposed of. There are over 1,500 town- 
ships im Indiana, and if frauds of the magnitude 
of those already discovered shall be found tn 
one-tenth of the number the taxpayers will 


have an extra load: of nearly $750,000 to carry. 
Boards of Commissioners all over the State are 
calling upon the Trustees to come in and make 
a showing of their affairs at once. Advices re- 
ceived here this morning indicate that in several 
counties Trustees, with the help of the school 
furnishing houses, are trying to cover up their 
operations by having carloads of furniture and 
supplies shipped to them, which they now claim 
to have legitimately purchased. In Daviess 
County the switches are said to be filled with 
such consignments. Pinkerton’s detectives, who 


are in search of Pollard, report that he left 


Indianapolis on Aug. 4 and was in Hamilton, 


Ontario, for some time, going thence to Toron- 
to, accompanied by his wife. Mr. Nathan Mor- 
ris, of Morris & Newberger, this city, will leave 
for Canada to-night to look after the interests 
of his clients. 

It seems probable that Davis Brothers, No. 162 
Washington-street, Chicago, school furniture 
dealers, are heavily implicated with Pollard in 
his transactions, as they acted as agents in vari- 
ous places for the saleof the orders. A dispatch 
from Greensburg, Decatur County, says that that 
city has invested in its quota of Daviess County 
school bonds. Ezra Lathrop holds $7,500 worth, 
some of which are dueat thisttme. Thomas 
Poo), a marble dealer, who came into possession of 
$20,000 worth about one year ago, managed to 
get $1,000 by insisting on Pollard’ selling them 
for him, but ata discount of $250. A syndicate 


of seven men connected with the Third National 
Bank are reported to be hoiding $10,000 to $14,000 
of these orders. 

A special from Seymour, Jackson County, 
says: ** It was learred to-day that a number of 
boxes containing school furniture are in store 
at Ewing, this county, addressed to Robert N. 
Martin, "Trustee, of Owen Township. The in- 
voice of furniture is from Chicago, and a heavy 
am unt of charges is due thereon.” 

The entire State is excited over the dishonor, 
and there is the utmost anxiety to know whether 
the orders wijl be held valid, The unrestricted 
sway given the Trustees by the law would seem 
to render all their official obligations valid as 
against the townships, and there appears to be 
no reason why the warrants now in the hands of 


brokers and money sharks are not worth their 


face value unless it can be distinctly shown that 
the entire transaction is a fraud. there was 
a delivery of goods and the indebtedness was 
within the limit of the taw the order 
would doubtless be_held good. The Hon. John 
M. Butler, Senator McDonald's law partner and 
a very able lawyer, 18 months ago gave a writ- 
ten opinion in which he said: ‘ Under the stat- 
ute of the State of Indiana the township 
Trusteds are required to take charge of the edu- 
cational affairs of their respective townships. 
They sare authorizedjand required to * provide 
suitable houses, furniture, apparatus, and other 
articles and other educational appliances nec- 
essary for the thorough: organization and ef- 
ficient management of saidschools.’ I have been 
shown the formiof a note taken by D.D. Van Wie, 
from township Trustees for certain school ap- 
paratus. In my opinion the form of note shown 
me is legai and valid, and when duly executed 
by a township Trustee would form a valid and 
binding contract entorceable by law.”? Mr. But- 
ler to-day said: *“* As you notice, that was writ- 
ten nearly two years ago, when Mr. Van Wie 
was just beginning business, and I only in- 
dorsed the form of the orders taken by him for 
school furniture and supplies actually pur- 
chased and delivered personaily by him 
at the usual prices, which were cer- 
tainly valid obligations, A few months 
ago, some of these orders were offered to Mr. 
John 8. Spann, and he asked me tor an opinion 
as to whether they were as govud as ordinary ne- 
gotiable notes. In answer I wrote a private 
note to him in which I stated that the form was 
that approved by law, and if given for actual 
purchases which were delivered they were col- 
lectible. These are ail the opinions 1 have 
given, and I see no reason now why I should not 
stand by them.” This opinion will be of Interest 
and value to the holders ot these orders, why, it 
seems, are scattered all over the country, 
especially in New-York and New-England. 
Regarding the proposition for calling an extra 
session of the Legisiature the Governor's pri- 
vate secretary and son said to-day: “There is 
no truth in the report that the Governor has de- 
cided to call an extra session of the Legislature 
to pass a law regulating the operations of town- 
ship Trustees, and he even has not the matter 
under consideration.

HOW JUDGE THOMAN IS INVOLVED. 
HE PAYS FOR A HOUSE IN WASHINGTON 
WITH INDIANA TOWNSHIP ORDERS, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Civil Service 
Commissioner Thoman is not now in this city, 
and it is therefore impossible to ascertain all 
the facts with regard to his alleged transactions 
in Indiana township bonds. He purchased the 
house in which he now lives about two weeks 
ago from A. Richards and C. C. Martin, of this 
city, for which he paid $13,000, thransfer- 
ring to the vendors at par that amount 
in Indians township school bonds. He 
received the bonds from Mr. Davis, 
a dealer in school furniture, of Chicago, who 
had received them through his traveling agent, 
R. B. Pollard. Mr. Davis was in Washington at 
the time of the purchase. Before closing the 
bargain the owners of the property took great 
pains to satisfy themselves of the character and 
value of the bonds. They secured written 
opinions from two _ or three eminent in- 
diana lawyers, and the lawyers themselves 
were vouched for by men of  nation- 
al reputation, among whom were Vice- 
President Hendricks and Senator Voorhees, 
They also caused their bankers to telegraph to 
their correspondents in Indianapolis in regard 
to the matter. The responses in every instance 
were in effect and without qualification that the 
bonds were a good investment. Mr. Davis, who 
isareputed man of honor and of excellent 
standing in Chicago, has telegraphed to-day 
that all the bonds transferred by him 
to Mr. Thoman are good, but as $4,000 worth of 
them are upon Barr Township, John Ulark, 
Trustee, their present holders fear that they are 
worthless. The others are upon scattered 
townships in other parts of the State, and 
no suspicions have as yet been raised 
against them. Mr. Martin. trom whom the 
above information is obtained, says he 
did not suppose the bonds were worth 
par, but inasmuch as they bore 8 per cent. inter- 
est, and as some of them already had several 
months’ accrued interest, he considered them a 
gone investment. If the bonds prove fraudulent 
e will call upon Mr. Thoman to redeem them at 
the price at which they were taken. It is not 
intimated in any quarter that Mr. Thoman was 
cognizant of any fraud or irregularity in the 
issuance of the bonds. 


STIL’ CHASING GERONIMO. 

Ex Paso, Texas, Sept. 10.—Lieut. Davis, of

ACCUSED OF HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 


TO THE ROAD CAGED, 
* Scranton, Penn., Sept. 10.—A young 
man named Thomas Sweeney, living in a suburb 
of Scranton, known as Carr’s Patch, was ar- 
‘raigned before Mayor Beamish to-day for high- 
way robbery, Edgar Webster, of this city, was 
the prosecutor. Webster testified that he and 
his wife drove to Jefferson Township on Thurs- 
day of last week. On their return at 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon, andiwhen they had arrived at the 
top of a hill at Hunter’s Range. between 
Dunning and Greenville, they saw a farmer 
named Swingle talking to two young men 
near the foot of the hill As ebster 


and his wife approached, the young 
men started olf toward Scranton. They walked 


overtuok them. His horse’s head touched one 
of them, who at once grabbed the horse’s head, 
and the other, whom Webster and his wife pos- 
itively identified as the prisoner, cocked a re- 
volver. He ordered Webster to throw up his 
hands. Webster did so, and then the young 
mn requested him to deliver up his money, 
The higttwayman put bis hands in Webster's 
vest pockets and took his match box 
and .watch, In taking the’ watch he 
snapped the chain. He then tried to 
get his hand into the pocket of Webster's trou- 
sers, but could not do so. He declared that Web- 
ster was holding back his money by drawing the 
pocket tight, and made a threatening movement 
with the revolver. Mrs. Webster thought that 
the robber was going to sboot, and said she 
would get the money, She put her hand into 


her husband's pocket and brought out a purse, 
She passed it to the thief, who took the money 
it contained, and threw the purse back to her. 
The young men then went toward the Range. 
Webster drove on, and near the scene of the 
robbery he met Justice of the Peace Bucking- 
ham, of Dunning. A party of five men was or- 
ganized, who went back and sawa man coming 
down the road, The latter when he saw the 
party made motions, apparently as if warning 
somebody in the woods to keep back. 
Webster did not recugnize this man. He 
requested Buckingham to look out 
the thieves and then went home. A few 
days afterward Mr. Buckingham wrote to him 
and informed bim that Farmer Swingie said that 
the young men with whom he was talking 
when Webster drove along were brothers name 
Sweeney, of Carr’s Patch, and that they paid 
frequent visits to the farming country in the 


neighborhood of the Range. Webster gave the 
information to the police. Sweeney's brother, 
for whom Officers are looking, has so far kept 
out of the way.

GENESEE COUNTY: CROPS. 





SERIOUSLY DAMAGED BY THE HEAVY RAIN 
AND WIND STORMS, 


Batavia, N. Y., Sept. 10.—Crop reports 
from trustworthy correspondents, principally 
farmers, in every town in Genesee County are 
printed in the Batavia News to-day. All the 
crops that are raised in this county are damaged 
this year in one way or another, either by the 
rains, which have been excessive all the season, 
or by the two or three hard wind storms. There 
was a good heavy growth of bay, which was se- 
cured, but the wheat harvest was interrupted 
by rains which continued so long that a 
large portion of the crop was damaged. 
A good deal of it was stacked, and 
in many stacks it is growing green. The 


yield of the wheat was variable, ranging from 8 
to 82 bushels to an acre, according to location 
and conditions. The average is about 20 bush- 
els. Barley is pearly all discolored, so that its 
value is dep ated materially, but the yield is 
good. good many oats are not yet in from 
the field, owing to .the wet weather, and the re- 
sult is that they are badly stained. Some that 
were properly secured yielded well, a tew fields 
running as high as from 1% to 90 bushels to 
the acre. Beans are not yet ripe enough 
to puil, and many acres of them _ are 
rusting, and some of the beans 
are sottening. It is feared that potatoes will be 
nearly a total failure, a large proportion of 
them being struck by blight or decaying, and 
should the wet weather continue the crop will 
be absolutely ruined. Very little corn is even 
glazed yet, and only one piece in the county 13 
reported to be ripe. It will be valueless except 
for fodder if there are not at least two weeks of 
warm dry weather soon. Fruit presents a fine 
showing in most towns, there being an uncom- 
monly large crop of apples. Pears are likewise a 
eo crop. Many plums rotted on the trees. 

ot many peaches are raised in this county, but 
in the few bearing orchards there is but a small 
crop this year.

OIL FLOWING LIKE WATER. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 10.—The oil 
trade was kept in a feverish state of excitement 
to-day by reports from two very important 
wells, both threatening to open up new terri- 
tory of an indefinite extent. One of these is 
the Gordon well, in Washington County. This 
venture has been drilled deeper, and is now said 
to be doing over 150 barrelsa day, though actual 
facts are difficult to obtain. The other well is 
the Leidecker, in Butler County. This well was 
at one time reported to be flowing at the rate 
ot two barrels a minute. The latest informa- 
tion from the person within the derrick is to the 
effect that they have been drilling all day. The 
well began flowing at 11:30 o’clock, and in 17 
minutes put 82 barrelsin the tank. Since then 
the well has been spraying a little. What the 
affair amounts to is problematical, and any 
Opinion as to its size when opened fully would 
be hazardous. Experienced operators are of 
the opinion that the well is getting its oil from 
a formation above the regular one, Usually 
this means a short-lived well. 





THE PRESIDEN'’S ORDER OBEYED. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 10.—Gen. N. 
A. Miles has returned: from an extended trip 
through Indian Territory. He states that the 
cattle of the Arapahoe and Cheyenne Cattle 
Company and others will be out of the Territory 
within a month from this date. ** I have detailed 
an army ofticer at each post,’* he said, “witha 
sufficient command to protect the cattlemen 
from the Indians.”” The General says that all 
Indian cattle absorbed by these herds will be 
sorted out by army oflicers and returned to the 
Indians, thus avoiding the trouble which might 
eusue if the Indiaus themselves tried to take 
them. He also says the cattlemen have hada 
great deal to contend with, for there have been 
unusually heavy rains in the Territory, and 
what few bridges were across the streams have 
been washed away, and the water has been so 
high they were compelied to move slowly. 


THE HOG CHOLERA IN IOWA, 

Brepa, Iowa, Sept. 10.—Cholera has 
broken out among the hogs here, and serious 
damage has already resulted. It is reported 
that some farmers have lost from 25 to 160 head. 
Nearly 2,000 dead hogs have been reported. Hogs 
and corn are the two chief sources of revenuo 
tor the farmers here, and if the disease is not 
checked. soon it is destined to cause a serious 
financial depression throughout this part of the 
country, if not the entire northwestern part of 
the State. Most of last year’s corn has been fed 
to hogs, and many farmers have practically. 
nothing else to depend upon in meeting their 
payments, 





THE RIVER MINERS’ STRIKE. 

PirTsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 10.—The river 
coal miners’ strike is spreading, and in a few 
days the miners expect every mine on the river 
to be closed. The strikers succeeded in closing 
all but three minesin tne fourth pool to-day.

determine whether or not spirituous liquors 
shall be sold in that county. All persons quali-. 
fied to vote for members of the General Assem- 
bly are qualified to vote in this election. The. 
tickets shall be written ** For Sale” and “Against 
Sale.” if the result of the election should be- 
against the sale the Ordinary shall give no- 
tice once a week for four weoks, and the act; 
shall take effect as soon as the result is 
ascertained except as to the vested rights of 
eraons whose annual license has not expired. 
t the result of tbe election should be ‘*for 
sale,’ no other election on the question shall be 
held in that county witbin less than two years.. 
When any county goes “‘against the sale’ no’: 
person shall sell or barter, directly or indirectly, 
or give away at his place of business, or furnish 
at any other public place, any alcobolio, spirit- 
uous, or malt liquors, or any other drinks which 
produce intoxication. Nothing in the bill is to 
prevent the manufacture, sale,and use of do- 
mestic wines or cider, or the sale of wines for 
sacramental purposes, provided they are not: 
sold by barrooms at retail 


Licensed drugwists will not be prevented from 
selling or furnishing pure alcohol for medicinal 


or scientific purposes. No election can be held 
in any place where the sale of spirituous liquors ' 


{s directly prohibited either by high license, 
local option, or other legislation, so long as 
these local laws remain in force, This is the 
Local Option bitl which represents the climax 
of along prohibition campaign. It is probable 
that under its provisions nearly 100 elections, 
will be held in this State between uow and the.

From what members of the delegation have

MME. JANISH’S ** ANSELMA.,” 
Nae a eee 
4N INJUNCTION AGAINST ITS PRODUCTION’ 
REFUSED. 

Mme..Janish, dressed in black, the cos- 
sume sparkling with beads, and a black hat, 
ornamented with yellow ribbons, on her head, 
was the central figure in the court room of Su- 
perior Court, Chambers, yesterday. Her eyes 
were heavy and anxiety marked her face. Not 
all the eloquence of her counsel, ex-Judge A. J. 
Dittenhoefer, and the persuasiveness of his co- 
adjutor, Thomas J. Dichi, could lift from her 
mind the fear that it might happen that she 
would be restrained from continuing to pro- 
duce the play ““ Anselma.” Yet everybody else 
in the court room except the imperturbable 
Judge Van Vorstand Gen. George W. Wingate, 
counsel for Mrs. Agnes Ethel Tracy, the appli- 
cant for the injunction, appeared to be of the 
opinion that Mme. Janish cad the better side of 
the case. ’ 

Gen. Wingate argued that Mrs. Tracy had ac- 
quired the absolute rightto produce, or to cause 
to be produced, on this continent and in Aus- 
tralia, an adaptation of the play written by Sar-: 
dou from which ** Anselma”’ has been prepared. 
Thatright, he said, could not have been over- 
thrown by the publication of Sardou’s play 
abroad, for, so faras he and his client knew, that 
publication had not been authorized by Sardou. 
It certainly had not been authorized by Mrs. 
Tracy. Buteven if Sardou had published the 
play her right remained alive. Sardou could 
not deprive her of that which he had sold her. 
Gen, Wingate said he sympathized very much 
with Mme, Janish, yet he was bound to assert 
that she could have ascertained that Mrs, Tracy 
hadaright to the play, for Mrs. Tracy had &s- 
serted that right whenever it was assailed. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer argued that Sardou 
simply conveyed to Mrs. Tracy a privilege in the. 
use of the play and retained its ownership him- 
self. As the author and owner he had a right to 
publish it. He did publish it, and so dedicated 
it to the public. Thereafter anybody could use- 
it. Mme. Janish had availed herseif of the right 
conveyed to the public generally. any 
wrong had been done Mrs. Tracy it, 
had been done by Sardou, and against 
him she bad an adequate remedy in & 
suit for damages. Therefore an injunction 
should not issue against Mme. Janish. But that. 
Was not the only reason why an injunction 
should not issue. Mrs. Tracy would not be irrep- 
arably damaged by the performance of the 
play by Mme. Janish. She could prove what- 
aver rights she had, and whateverdamages she 
was entitled to, in an action at law, and to that 
remedy she should be relegated. 

Judge Van Vorst criticised the contract be- 
tween Sardou and Mrs. Tracy by remarking that 
if the former intended to give the latter an ab- 
solute right of ownership in his play he ought 
to have said so. Pending his decision of the con- 
troversy, he ordered that Mme. Janish should 
xe permitted to continue to play ** Anselma.”

Panis, Aug. 25.—This coming Fall sea- 
son threatens to be more than ever fore- 
boding in its stagnation and dull business 
prospects. There is absolutely nothing 
doing. The depression is not by any means 
confined to those of luxurious trades. At 
no former time within the recollection of 
men of average age could the wine mer- 
chant pufup his shutters and take him- 
self off for a well earned holiday, but in 
the populous quarters, on the outside 
boulevards, this phenomenon can now be 
seen. The workman is not only forced to 
limit his pleasures at the zinc counter, 
thus destroying the wine trade, but he 
threatens also to cut short the dividends, 
hitherto so rich, of the omnibus com- 
panies. Aithough the anecdote of the 
tourist, ‘‘ who had seen Paris thoroughly, 
but who could neyer get to Complet,’’ 
might still find confirmation at certain 
hours of the day, such vexation is becom- 
ing rare. The working classes feel obliged 
to economize in their daily ride. They 
can no longer afford the 42 cents a week, 
so they start off ahalf hour sooner and 
take shank’s mare. M. Montel, the owner 
of what we should call a fancy livery 
stable in the Champs Elysées, was telling 
me the other day thatin his business ex- 
perience of over 40 years he had never 
seen such hard times.

having sent their horses off to the coun- 
try, instead of boarding them in Paris, 
within easy access, at some fashionable 
stable. The riding schools areempty; the 
cold river bathing establishments are 
bankrupt and tout cela, the French grave- 
ly assure you, comes from ‘the politics.” 
I have only met one exception to this rule 
of supposed cause and effect, and that one, 
strauge to say, was a banker. He believes 
that France, and Paris still more partic- 
ularly, has never recovered from the 
general crash, when the results went di- 
rectly into the pockets of the Rothschilds, 
the Camoudas, and other large houses. 
This money, my informant continued, 
never comes out again into general eircu- 
lation. Those people have always spent 
asthey spend now. Their expenses are as 
carefully regulated as their financial 
speculations, and no sudden luxury of ex- 
penditure makes the tide of coppers er 
francs flow into small purses. Last Winter 
the entertaining was almost entirely con- 
fined to high families of the Israelite 
faith, and it is likely to be more contract- 
ed next Winter. 

I was the interested witness the other 
day of a lively after-dinner discussion 
ainid a genial party ofsociable friends con- 
cerning the general cost of a French lady's 
toilet. I found them all basing their 
ideas and convictions on a much lower 
figure than any American experience 
could credit. Of course, the privacy of 
female home life was taken into considera- 
tion. Asthere is no real early morning 
breakfast a lady is never dressed and 
never visible betore noon. This fact the 
circle admitted did away with the necessi- 
ty of any variety of morning dress. More- 
over, except on the weekly reception day, 
unless by direct invitation, there is no 
dropping in; hence no uncomfortable sur- 
prise of curl paper or unbecoming undress. 
for shopping, one dress a season is quite 
sufficient, my lady host remarked, and 
ditto for visiting, dinner, theatre, or ball. 
The large foundation affored by trousseaw 
corbeiiie or parental gift was given 
its full value, but all this and more 
could not justify the astounding state- 
ment of a gentleman present that all 
he gave or allowed his wife to spend was 
$50 a month, this to include every article 
required from tip totoe. The young wife, 
who was present, gave smiling assent and 
entered into furtber detail as to the ways 
and means. The couple have one child, a 
boy of tor7, and they live in avery lux- 
urious apartment of 4,000f. rent on the: 
Avenue Messine. The lady is not what is 
called a society woman, but she goes out 
considerably and is always properly and 
neatly attired. They keep man servant 
and maid, goto see all the new pieces at 
the theatre or opera, take a carriage when- 
ever inclined, set apart a fund for mount- 
ain or seashore travel, give good dinners 
in return for hospitality received, and 
spend, in fact, an income of some 25,000f., 
and yet the mistress of the house is only 
allowed 150f. a month for personal adora- 
ment. Her mind did not seem a victim to 
wear and care, and even the bold assur- 
ance of ali her female friends that * they 
did not believe a word of it’’ failed to dis- 
turb her composure. She avowed the sin 
of cleaned gloves, once thought a terrible 
mnisfortune, and she said she bought only 
one hat a season and never from a shop. 
The usual limit supposed to be the most 
becoming and modest.for a married lady, 
I was told, was 6,000f. a year, but anything 
so absurd as the above had never been 
heard of and stillremains a mystery. The 
bosom friend of the offending economist 
privately whispered to me that she was 
“always in debt, and that the income 
given only served to water the creditors” 
—as they say over here; but the calculating 
economist looked honest and well mean- 
ing, and while I hugely enjoyed the storm 
1 could not see the crime. 

The artists are wending their way back 
to their city studios.

Ben- 
jamin Constant, who, by the way, is fairly 
taking the lead just now in the portrait 
line, over and above Carolus Duran, 
Cabanel, and others, is going to send two 
enormous canvases, he tells me.

Apart 
from certain and consecrated talent, a 
powerin coloring unequaled by any other 
modern artist,and wonderful energy and 
industry in his enthusiastic art portrayals, 
this artist’s geniality, good humor, and 
unfailing kindness to student strugglers 
endear him to one and all. He is a brill- 
iant conversationalist, delights in teliing 
the many stories of his boyhood, manhood, 
and first difficulties inselling. His private 
fortune and constant high social standing 
‘allowed him to see the humorous point of 
‘such experience, where those less endowed 
“with pounds and pence might only discern 
‘the aggravation and the sorrow. Con- 
‘stant, whose portraits now go for sums 
up in the thousands, finds intense amuse- 
ment in the recital of the story of his first 

aying portrait of years gone by. His 

eautiful studio is now one of the marvels 
.of Paris, where al] the English aristocrats 
and the great-I-ams from home like to 
meet if by fair or foul means they can se- 
.cure the permit. ae. 

Concerning the eccentric King of Bava- 
ria a very amusing account has recently 
‘been published from the witty pen of Al- 
bert Wott, giving from the lips of the act- 
ress heroine Mme. Wolter, Countess Sulli- 
van, the story of the representation of 
Sardou’s ‘*Théodora” and of *‘ Narcisse.” 
Mme. Wolter could not play in the former, 
because, although she is to create the title 
role in Vienna next season, she had not 
mastered the text. The King came to 
Paris incognito to see the much-talked-of 
scenery of the Porte Saint-Martin; he de- 

cided that it was not rich enough to suit 
him, and he himself made new drawings, 
the entire cost of the scenery amounting 
to 150,000f. The scenes were used once. 
The monarch has just ordered new 
scenery of more modest pretensions 
for the public representation to be given 
this coming Winter. No one must 
see the splendor ef his Majesty. The 
mise en scéne is gorgeous. It is used once 
and then stored away for the worms to 
frolic and feast on. When Mme. Wolter ar- 
rived in Munich she brought with her 
her own costumes, but was informed that 
she must wear the new ones already pre- 
pared, as his Majesty would not tolerate 
the sight of anything ever used before. 
The artist refused to submit to such a pro- 
posal, and finally the King decided to ex- 
amine her dresses. They chanced to meet 





with his august approval, 30 the actress 
was allowed to appear in her own familiar

belongings. Mme. Wolter was almost par-

‘shifters being compelled to move noiseless- 
ly about in felt-shoes to avoid-the possible 

isturbance of the King’s reflections. 
The artists all stand in position on 
the stage, and precisely at midnight 
an electric bell signals the arrival of the 
King, who comes te his box through a 
dark passageway, when no mortal eye 
must gaze upon his features. A second 
signal says that his Majesty is seated, and 
at that very instant the curtain must 
rise or the intendant would at once be 
disgraced. The King must never wait. 
The artist played feverishly, she states, 
and it took some time to become accus- 
tomed to the unnaturalness of the scene. 
At the close of the acts the curtain fell 
without a murmur of applause from 
the royal box. it was 4 in the morn- 
ing, and the artists were obliged 
to remain motionless on the stage, 
so that the royal listener might meditate 
forashort time. A bell at last announced 
his departure, and the artist was soon free 
to regain her box, where the Chamber- 
lain brought to her a bouquet and a jewel. 
Her duties were not over, for, under dic- 
tation, she was made to write a letter of 
thanks, and this ended the performance. 
The King had passed through her artistic 
life unseen and like a shadow and she 
still wonders at the dreamlike expe- 
rience. It was published at the time that 
Mme. Wolter had received a million. Her 
expenses only were paid, and that was all 
besides the gift and the flowers. 

The King’s Parliament is about to vote 
an allowance to pay up his debts once 
more, as he is at present quite poverty- 
stricken. His avowed intention is to begin 
right over again, and the millions cannot 
flow fast enough to satisfy the bewilder- 
ing caprice of his imagination. It is a 
queer life for this prosaic age, but not de- 
oid of interest even in its mysticism and 
in its purely egotistical enjoyment of 
pleasures beyond the means of crowned 
heads as they run. He is probably the 
only one among them who is allowed 
the privilege of a quiet pastime in his 
own fashion. His people are almost 
strangely loyal. In remembrance of 
the father’s generosity to Munich—the 
building of arches, picture galleries, 
free schools, and palaces—they think the 
eccentricities of the son must be tol- 
erated, at least as long as they can stand 
the financial pressure. He builds as much 
as his sire did, but his seven palaces stand, 
like the Baireuth Theatre, far away from 
Munich. He seldom, if ever, enters the 
town during the day. At midnight his 
swift horses, driven at full speed, are heard 
rattling over the stones, but the King’s 
face is never seen. When he comes to the 
theatre he arrives after the public per- 
formance; the audience leave obediently, 
and,the tired-out singers are required to 
go again through the entire score for the 
solitary ears of their royal patron. It is 
for this reason that they are paid 
so well, but it soon breaks their 
voices and energy, and it seems to 
all but the faithful of Munich a sad 
abuse of right and power. To furnish his 
Louis XIV. palace he has several factories 
and hundreds of workmen; he makes his 
own designs, and the few who have had 
influence enough to penetrate into the 
closed and mysterious precincts speak en- 
thusiastically of the wood carvings, which 
are yet another hobby of the monarch. 
His thoroughbreds are furnished to him 
by a firm which take notes in payment: no 
one can get any money, notwithstanding 
the income of 82,000,000 allowed the King; 
the dealers know they will be paid in the 
end, and those that can give credit do so 
willingly. The people are very touchy 
upon the subject of their sovereign, and 
it is not wise to question openly, while 
any censure, criticism, or judgment would 
immediately be resented as a personal xf- 
front. L. K.

THE MISSISSIPPI REPUBLICANS.

CONVENTION TO 
THIS YEAR. 

JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 10.—The Republican 
Executive Committee of Mississippi met in this 
city to-day, the Hon. John R. Lynch, Chairman. 
Eighteen of the 27 members were present. The 
: following resolution was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That in view of the fact that an organ- 
ized opposition to the Democratic Party in this State 
this Fall is useless, because of the well known impos- 
sibility of securing at the polls an honest election, it is 
the sense of the Republican State Committee thar no 
convention be called looking to the nomination ofa 
State ticket by the Republican Party. 

The Chairman addressed the committee as fol- 
lows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE: The object of this 
meeting is for consultation and deliberation upon the 
political situation witha view of aiming at some con- 
clusion as to the course to be pursued by Republicans 
atthe approaching election: to decide whether or not 
to call a convention and nominate a State ticket, or re- 
tuse to calla convention but recommend the pursu- 
ance by Republicans inthe yarious counties of a cer- 
tain line of policy. For myself I frankly confess that I 

ansee no necessity fora State Convention under ex- 
isting circumstances. If it were possible for us to have 
a free, fair, and honest election we couid not only 
have a State Convention, buta nomination by such a 
convention, in the absence of serious divisions among 
Republicans, would be equivalent to anelection. But 
it isa fact well known toall that we no longer enjoy 
the privilege of having popular elections in this State. 
Ofiicers ure appointed by Democratic committees and 
conventions, and their election, so called, 1s nothing 
more than a matter of form. So far as this State is con- 
cerned we do not live under a Republican form of Gov- 
ernment. Our present pretended State Government was 
brought into existence, and is maintained through 
usurpation, violence, and fraud. It not only prevents, 
“through these methods, organized oppositiun to its 
own organization, but it does not tolerate independent 
action or opposition to any of its methods inside of 
its own. organization. Unconditional acceptance of 
and acquiescence inthe acts und methods of the 
bosses nre deemed essential to recognition by those 
who are in control of the State and national ma- 
chinery. Ifthe voice of the people of this State could 
be honestly ascertained. the existing oligarchy would 
not only be doomed to certain defeat, but thousands 
of honest and fair minded Democrats would join with 
Republicans in bringing about such a result, but none 
can be induced now, I presume, tu make the etYort for 
the reason that they know it would be useless and 
fruitless in the final result. If we would organize the 
opposition to the Democratic Party in this State and 
defeat thelr candidates by a large majority they would 
nevertheless be returned elected by a majorsy larger 
than that by which they were dofeated. Let itbe 
known that it is due to a knowledge of this fact and 
not to the weakness of the opposition that no organ- 
ized effort will be made to defeat the Democracy in 
this State this year.

SCOTT LORD. 

Scott Lord,.a well known lawyer, of this 
city,.diea at the residence of his son-in-law, Dr, 
Smith, at Morris Plains, N. J., at 10:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning, from the effects of a tumor 
from which he had been suffering for several 
months. While trying a case last December, 
Mr. Lord, in jumping suddenly to his feet, 
struck against the sharp edge of a bench. The 
effect of this blow developed into what was rec- 
ognized as a tumor about four months ago, and 
since then Mr. Lord had suffered a great deal. 
He had been able to visit his office in this city 
only once since last March, and his death was 
one of greatagony. He leayes two daughters, 
one of whom is the wife of Dr. Smith, of Morris 
Plains, and two sons, John E. and Scott Lord, 


Jr. The body will be sent to Geneseo, Living- 
ston County, to-morrow, where the arrange- 
ments for the funeral will be made. 

Scott Lord was born in Nelson, Madison Coun- 
ty, this State, Dec. 11, 1820. He received a com- 
mon school education, and then moved to Buf- 
falo, where he studied law with his two brothers, 
Dr. John Lord, who subsequently became a 
noted Presbyterian clergyman, and Charles 
Lord, who at his death was Chief-Justice of Mis- 
souri. Scott Lord was admitted to the Bar, and 
in 1822 he removed to Geneseo, Livingston Coun- 
ty, where he established a remuneratiye practice, 
Before attaining his twenty-fifth year he was 
elected County Judge, and after serving kis four 
years was re-elected. He declined a third nomina- 
tion, and returned to practice in the court over 
which he had presided for eight years. He re- 
mained in Geneseo until 1872, when he moved to 
Utica, and formed a By degeely with Roscoe 
Conkling and Alfred C. Cox, now United States 
District Judge for the Northern District of New- 


ork. 

In 1874 Mr. Lord was elected to Congress in the 
Utica district over Mr. Ellis H. Roberts .by a 
majority of about 1,400. 

In the House of Representatives Mr. Lord was 
a member of the Jomelary Committee, where he 
did good work, and Chairman of the Belknap 
Impeachment Committee. He introduced a Ge- 
neva award bill, but this was defeated, although 
its provisions were substantially the same as 
that of the law which was afterward passed. In 
1876 Mr. Lord wasa candidate for re-election, 
but two years had made tig t change in the 
political conditions in Oneida Uounty, and he 
was defeated by about 400 majority, the county 
again taking its old position in the Republican 
ranks. The following year Mr. Lord removed to 
this city, and taking his son, Scott Lord, Jr., asa 
partner, established the law firm of Lord & 
Lord. His most prominent work in New-York was 
as senior counsel for Cornelius Vanderbilt 1n the 
contest over Commodore Vanderbilt's will. This 
case straggled along in the courts for over two 
years,and Mr. Lord, with the associate counsel, 

eremiah Black and Ethan Allen, labored zeal- 
ously for his client. Since the close of the Van- 
derbilt case Mr. Lord had practically retired 
from the practice of his profession, although he 
occasionally had consultation cases to attend to. 
The most notable of these was that of Whalen 
against Gen. Sheridan, in which the complain- 
ant sought to vecover the value of cotton and 
other property confiscated in the South during 
the war. In thiscase Mr. Lord was associated 
with Gen. Butler. They were defeated in the 
lower court, but an appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where the 
questions involved are still pending. Mr. Lord 
also had a number of cases for claims arising un- 
der the Geneva Award bill. For the last few 
years he had suffered a great deal from gout, 
and passed most of his time at his home in Mor- 
ristown, N. J

REAR-ADMIRAL J. W. LIVINGSTON. 

Rear-Admiral John W. Livingston, of 
the United States Navy, died yesterday at his 
residence, No, 22 West Fiftieth-street, at the age 
of 8lyears. He wasasonof Dr. William Trask, 
a surgeon in the navy, and was born in this city. 
His mother was a Livingston, and he married a 
cousin of the same name and assumed by act of 
Legislature the name of that branch of the 
family. He was appointed a midshipman 
in the navy at the age of 19 years, 
and served on the sloop-of-war Ontario 


and the rrigate Delaware in the Mediterranean, 
and on the frigate Constitution at the close of 
the “ Piratical Wur” in the West Indies. He was 
commissioned a Lieutenant nine years later, and 
served as watch officer in the brig Dolphin and 
the sloop Fairchild in the Pacific, and on the 
frigate Salama on her voyage around the 
world, when she visited Sumatra and destroyed 
the piratical establishments on thatisland. He 
next served as executive officer, a part of the 
time in eommand, on the frigate Congress on the 
coast of California and Mexico during the 
entire Mexican’ war, and he was present at the 
capture of Guaymas and San Blas and‘at the 
various operations in California. 

He was commissioned as Commander in 1855, 
and commanded the sloop-of-war St. Louis on 
the coast of Atrica for the following three years. 
When the war broke out he was placed in com- 
mand of the steamer Penguin, of the blockad- 
ing squadron, and while off Wilmington capt- 
ured uw blockade runner. Inthe early part of 
1862 he commanded,the frigate Cumberland inthe 
James! River blockade, andin July of the same 
year was commissioned as Commodore, After the 
evacuation of Norfolk by the Confederates he 
was ordered there in command of thé navy 
yard. In 1865, he was transferred to the com- 
mand of the naval station at Mound City, Ill, 
and the vessels of the Mississippi squadron. 
One year later he was detached from this sta- 
tion and ordered to special service, and was 
commissioned Rear-Admiral in 1868. 

Rear-Admiral Livingston was very popular 
among the officers of the navy and among his 
associates. He leaves a widow, his children 
having died before him. The funeral will take 
place from Grace Church on Sunday afternoon, 
and the interment will bein Greenwood Ceme- 
tery.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Christian Cooper, of the town of Liv- 
ingston, Columbia County, N. Y., died on 
Wednesday, aged 111 years 10 months and 1b 
days. Mr. Cooper was active and retained his 
mental faculties until a few days before his 
death. 

Col. William Sirwell, who commanded 
the Seventy-eighth Pennsylvania Regiment dur- 
ing the late war, died,on Wednesday night at his 
residence, in Kittanning, Penn., from cancer of 
the throat, his symptoms being an exact coun- 
terpart of those of Gen. Grant. He was born 
in Pittsburg in 1820. 

Samuel Denton, identified with the vil- 
lage of Middleton, N. Y., for 64 years, died yes- 
terday in his ninety-second year. He was a 
merchant for 35 years, until 1856, when he re- 
tired from active pursuits with a competence, 
He was one of a company that furnished means 
to extend the Ene Railroad from Goshen to 
Middletown in 1818. He would never hold a 
public position. 

The Rey. A. B. Blossett, who had been 
for 23 years a missionary in Castle Garden, died 
on Wednesday at the age of 75 years. Mr. Blos- 
sett was an Episcopalian. He has been failing 
tor several months. He was a man of very 
genial manners, and he enjoyed the confidence 
and respect of all who were connected with the 
Garden. His failing health prevented him from 
doing much work during the past few months. 

The death of Henry Youngs, for many 
years 2 member of the Produce Exchange, was 
announced on the Exchange bulletin yesterday. 
Mr. Youngs was at one time quite active in the 
grain trade, but he has not been engaged in 
business during the past few years. He died at 
his residence at Youngstead, in the town of 
Goshen, this State. He will be buried this after- 
noon at 4:30 o’clock. The dead merchant was 
about 55 years of age. 


Dr. B. D. Carpenter, one of the best 
known physicians in Jersey City, died at his 


home, in Monticello-avenue, yesterday morning. 
He was 61 years of age. He was born in White 
Plains, and began practice in Jersey City 18 
yearsago. He was the attendant of Mrs. Vos- 
burgh during the time when, it was said, her 
husband, the Rev. George B. Vosburgh, was 
poisoning ber with antimony, and was conspic- 
uous among the experts who insisted that she 
showed none of the symptoms of antimonial 
poisoning. He had been ailing more or less for 
several months.

A Democratic officeholder went off on a 
Summer vacation, and one of his friends visiting 
the city inquired for him.

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DEATH STOPS THE SHERIFF. 
ee 
TAX RECEIVER DE MOTT FOUND TO HAVE 
BEEN A DEFAULTER. 

Tax Receiver Charles S. De Mott, of the 
Town of Hempstead, died in that village Sunday 
last. He was 46 years of age, and was just com- 
pleting the sixth year of service in the office 
to which he had been twice elected. When 
the fact leaked out yesterday morn- 
ing that he was a defaulter it 
was at first discredited, but as upon 
inquiry the rumor was corroborated the aston- 


ishment of his friends and neighbors knew no 
bounds. De Mott wasa very generous and pop- 
ular man, and there was much sympathy ex- 
pressed for his family. The exact amount of 
the defalcation is not known, except the defi- 
ciency in collected taxes, and that is stated by 
County Treasurer Hegeman to be $4,518 91. 

In round numbers the amount of taxes to ba 
collected in the town of Hempstead eaeh year ig 

46,000. The smallness of this amount is due to 

he fact that the town derives a handsome in- 
come from the Stewart estate and the leases of 
Rockaway Beach. This lessens the taxes 
some $100,000 yearly. The law compels 
a Receiver of taxes to make a 
monthly report of all town taxes collect. 
ed to the Supervisor of the town. It also re- 

uires that a monthly report be made to the 
County Treasurer of all State and county taxes 
collected. This De Mott always did, and as far 
as known his town taxes were untouched, but 
no thorough investigation has been made. The 
deficiency is in the State and county tax, 
and this amounts to about 10 per cent. 
of his collections. How far back the 
stealing has extended is not known, 
buta full investigation will be made to-day. In 
making his monthly report De Mott was only re- 
quired to state the amount of money collected, 
and this with his slip was turned over to the 
County Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal 
year he was obliged to make out a recapitula- 
tion, showing the total amount of taxes received 
one the amount of all unpaid or uncollected 
axes, 

De Mott's last yearly report was made Augy 
19, and lay in the County Treasurer's office some 
time before it was checked off with his monthly 
statements and the list of taxable town proper- 
ty, showing the amount to be raised. When 
this was done it was seen that the amount he 
had collected and the amount he stated 
as uncollected showed a_ deficiency of 
$4,518 91 when balanced with the detailed 
items of the books showing the amount to be 
raised. His monthly statements showed that 
there was $6,777 16 in unpaid taxes, while his an- 
nual statement showed only $2,225 25. It was 
the latter part of last week when the discovery 
was made by County Treasurer Hegeman, who 
immediately secured an attachment on De 
Mott's property. 

The warrant was given to Sheriff Furman, who 
was unable to serve it on that day and held it 
over to Monday. When he tried to serve it Mon- 
day De Mott was dead and the law protected his 
property, but made his,bondholders liable for the 
deficiency. His pondsmen, now ard 23in number: 
24 qualified, but one, Henry S. Onderdonk, died 
a few days before De Mott. Yesterday all sorts 
of rumors were afloat in the village of Hemp- 
stead, eipong them being that he had missap- 
plied funds left in trust by bis father for his own 
children. The truth of this could not be ascer- 
tained, but to-day there will be an investigation. 
It was further said that De Mott, who was sick 
at the time of the discovery of the shortage, ex- 
pected detection, learned of the issuing of 
the warrant, and took poison to hasten 
death. He was, previousto his death, one of the 
most trusted oilice holders in Queens County, 
and had an active part in the management of 
the Republican Party in the County. He moved 
in the best social and religious circles in the vil- 
lage. He was commonly supposed to be well-to- 
do, as his father left a fortune of $60,000. His 
wife and two children survive him. His funeral, 
ea yesterday, was very largely at-

JOSEPH C. 
ROOM AT*THE PIERREPONT HOUSE. 


A strong-odor of escaping gas pervaded: 


the corridor on the-fifth floor of the Pierrepont 
House, Brooklyn, soon after 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and was found to come from a 


‘room which for two days had been occupied 


by Joseph C. Fisher, of New-Brunswick, 
N. J. Mr. Fisher was known to be in 
his room, and as all efforts to elicit 
& response from him failed the door was 


broken open. Stretched at full length upon the 
floor, and only partly dressed, lay his body. He 
had been dead for more than an bour. His 
clothes were scattered all over the floor, as were 
the bed clothes. Some of the furniture had 
been up-et, and everything indicated that a 
struggle of some kind had taken ‘place in the 
room. On the mantel was a ginger ale bottle 
half full of whisky. Only one gas jet was in 
the room, and that was fully turned on, but un- 
lighted. Both the window and the fan light over 
the door were wide open when the door was 
broken in. 

A messenger was jmmodiately sent to Mr. Fish- 
er’s brother, Isaac L. Fisher, of No. 135 Amity- 
street, Who at once came up io the hotel. e 
said that his brother had often been attacked in 
recent years by violent fits of coughing, during 
which he had the greatest difficulty in breathing, 
and on one or two occasions came very near 
dying from strangulation before relief could be 
givenhim. In Mr, Fisher’s opinion his brother's 
death had been caused by strangulation during 
one of these attacks, and, although knowing 
the fact that the was had been turned on, he 
scouted the idea that his brother had turned on 
the gas with the intention ot committing sui- 
cide. An autopsy last evening by Dr. Shepard 
showed that death had been caused by the in- 
halation of gas. 

r. Fisher, who leaves a widow and several 
children, was formerly Postmaster at New- 
Brunswick, but was dismissed by President 
Arthur three years ago. He was at one time 
well off and a prominent New-Jersey politician, 
but some years ago he lost his money. During 
the past Summer he was employed as Superin- 
tendent at Starin’s Glen Island. For the past six 
or seven years he bad been in the habit of stay- 
ing at the Pierrepont House, where he was well 
known, for several days at a time, and he 
arrived there the last time on Tuesday of 
this week. He evidently had been drinking, 
and went at once to his room, where he 
remained until late Wednesday afternoon, Then 
he came down stairs, and all the evening he 
drank rather heavily inthe barroom. Finally, 
at about 3 o'clock yesterday morning, after 
leaving orders not to be disturbed in the morn- 
ine, he went up to his room, and that was the last 
seen of him alive. When he got up to his room 
he sent down and got a pint of whisky, half of 
which was found in the room yesterday. Twen- 
ty-six cents was all the money found in his pos- 
session. The only cause that can be assigned for 
suicide, if suicide was committed, Is despond- 
ency over financial troubles. Mr. Fisher was 50 


years old.

GOLD DIGGERS ON THE AMOOR. 
From the London Times. ~ 

A Siberian semi-official paper gives 
some interesting particulars of the community 
which has lately sprung up on the south of the 
Amoor, in the district where gold has been 
found in such abundance that the name Asiatic 
California has been given it. The place is prac- 


tically an almost inaccessible desert without 
roads. or paths; it is weil beyond the HKussian 
frontiers, and it would seem that until the 
middle of last Winter the Chinese were quite 
ignorant that a gold mine had been found on 
their territory. The diggers, who are largely 
composed of American and Australian miners 
and recruits trom the diamond fieids, soon 
found the pecessity of establishing order, and 
they have constituted a sort of demo- 
cratic republic. The gold field is at 
present divided into 22 small districts, over 
each of which two elected chiefs preside, a Judge 
and an oversecr, whose duty it 1s to compose all 
differences which may arise among the (diggers, 
and to inflict moderate punishments for any 
offenses. A general President controls this body 
of Judgesand overseers; he is chosen by general 
suffrage from among the diggers, and he is 
charged with the task of conducting any busi- 
ness which may arise witb the Russian or 
Chinese administrations of the Amoor districts. 
The decision of all matters of grave importance 
is reserved to a general assembly of all the dig- 
gers,and this assembly isempowered to expel 
apy one from the mines, to depose the President, 
and to inflict capital punishment. ‘I'he Presi- 
dent bas a salary of 400 rubles a month, or 
about $56; the overseers and Judges have sala- 
ries of half this amount. A direct tax on all 
Places of amusement and liquor saloons consti- 
tutes the fiscal income of the commonwealth, 
There are about 150 such places in the district, 
and the receipts of each vary from 200 to 400 
rubles a day. Each place pays a monthly tax 
of 25 rubies. A Russian official has been sta- 
tioned by the authorities ot Eastern Siberia in 
the district, and he has purchased a large quan- 
tity of the gold obtained by the diggers, at the 
rate of 3.40 rubles the **solotnik,” (equal to 4.3 
grammes.) or nearly at the rate of £45 the troy 
pound. The amount purchased to the beginning 
of Summer amounted to 66“ poods,” or over 
2,600 pounds, When the Chinese authorities 
learned that a gold mine had been discovered 
within their borders they took steps to assert 
their rights, and sent a small aetachment of 
troops. The diggers tried to buy them off, 
offering first four pounds, then eight pounds of 
gold. Thena force of 10,000 men was sent from 
Manchooria, the intention being to attack the 
diggers as soon as the ice began to break up on 
the Amoor and they could no longer escape by 
the river into Russian territory. Had they done 
this there would bave been much bloodshed, for 
the diggers are well armed and very determined, 
and as discoverers consider they have an abso- 
lute property in the diggings. Possibly Russia 
would have found in the confusion an excuse 
for intervention in a district which she must 
greatly regret is not within her own borders. 


THE WILL PHIL SHERIDAN WROTE.

There is a dispute over an estate in the 
courts here, in which the only will, or anything 
that resembles or was intended for a will, is a 


memorandum made on the fly-leaf of a note- 
bock by Gen. P. H. Sheridan. It reads as follows:

On settlement of the account of John Ashley, this 
day of December 4, 1879, there is in my hands and to 
his accovnt the sum of $1,500, which will be held to hig 
credit. ‘ 4 P H. SHERIDAN. 
Memorandum: ‘The above amount Mr. Ashley asks 
paid to Isabella Ash in cuse of his death. 
P. H. SHERIDAN. 
Gen. Sheridan was recently appointed Admin- 
istrator of the estate, which atthe time of the 
death of Ashley amounted to $1,100 in personal 
property. ‘The deceased was an ex-soldier under 
Gen. Sheridan, and he died in Fayette County, 
Tenn., on the place of Mrs. Ash, who is 66 years 
old. Mrs. Ash took care of him in his sickness 
and until his death, Dec. 5, 1883. Yesterday 
Charles H. Ashley illed a petition for the prop- 
erty and testimony to prove that he was the only 
child of deceased and his only heir.

The answer hung in the ba!ance, when suddenly 
the rain ceased,and the old boys decided to 
“keep it up; they did not specify the “it,” 
but judging from appearances they referred to 
the G. A. R., which by interpretation may 
mean ginger ale and rye. 

Then Comrade Rhein went out into the 
meadows and gathered large quantities of the 
ao latifolia, commonly known as cat’s tail, 
and conspired with the cook of Bader’s Hotel ta 
cover them with gravy and serve them up as 
Jersey sausages to 300 hungry comrades, a prac« 
tical joke which put everybody into a roar, and 
the day, having begun pleasantly, ended so. One 
slight accident marred the pleasure. Command- 
er W. P. Wild, of Rankin Post, No. 10, be 
gan passing ball with two drummer boys, and, 
becoming tired, said: ‘Well, here’s my last 
throw.” It was indeed, for he threw the ball 
with a twist and broke his arm just below the 
shoulder, an extraordinary accident, which was

BLAME WIDELY DISTRIRUTED. 

The Commissioners of Accounts yester 
day sent to Mayor Grace a report of the result 
of their investigation of Corporation Attorney 
Boyd’s office.

Con- 
sent of parents or guardian, 13. Date of death 
of man’s former wife, if any. 14. Date of death 
of woman’s former husband, if any. 1. Date 
of divorce of man at any time. 16. Date of di- 
vorce of womanatanytime. 17. Color of par- 
ties. 18. Occupation of man. 19. Occupation of 
woman. 

Some of tho interrogatories will be embar- 
rassing in special cases, but the law is inexora- 
ble and they must be answered.

BISHOP KENRICK, 


and Providence Clnbs 
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HE SOUGHT AN ASYLUM WITH DR, 
TYING FORTY YEARS AGO, 
From the Philadelphia Reeord, Sent. 10, 

A statement made by the Rey. Dr. Rich- 
ard Newton at the funeral of the Rev. Dr. Tyng, 
in New-York on Tuesday, has given rise to con- 
siderable displeasure among Catholics in this 
city on account of its incorrectness. Dr. New- 
ton is reported to have said: 


“When the Know-Nothing Party was an ele- 
ment of excitement, a mob surged through the 
streets of Philadelphia and set fire to the largest 
Roman Catholic church 1n the city. The Bishop, 
learning of the ap roach of the rioters, ran to 
the house of Dr. Tyng and threw himself atthe 
feet of the Protestant minister, begging for 
shelter. Dr. Tyng took him in and locked him 
in his parlor, and went out alone to meet the 
mob, whose shouts could already be heara as 
they surged toward the house where the Bishop 
had taken shelter. Standing before his own 
door Dr. Tyng addressed the following words 
to the infuriated crowd: *Not one of you shail 
touch a hairof that good man’s head unless 
you pass over my dead body.’ The mob left 
and the Bishop’s life was saved.” 

Besides making the error of calling the native 
American riots of 1844 the Know-Nothing ex- 
citement Dr, Newton is mistaken as to the other 
alleged facts. At the time referred to the Bish- 
op of Philadelphia was the Right Rev. Francis 
Patrick Kenrick. Ex-Judge James Campbell, 
who was then on the bench, remembers exactly 
what took place on that occasion. He says that 
Bishop Kenrick and Dr. Tyng, who then lived in 
this city, were on intimate terms. 

“It wasatime of fearful excitement,” said 
Mr. Campnpell yesterday, “‘and the feeling 
against the Catholics was extremely bitter. St. 
Augustine's Church and parsonage and St. Mi- 
chael’s Church and parsonage bad been burned 
to the ground, All the Catholic churches were 
in danger, and the mob had _ tbreatened 
to reduce St. John’s Church, then the 
cathedral, to ashes. The Episcopal resi- 
dence adjoined the church. Some of the 
prominent members of St, John’s, believing 
the Bishop to be in danger, persuaded him 
against his will toseek shelter with Dr, Tyng 
intil what they believed to be the Bishop's 
danger had passed. But the Bishop did not 
throw himself at Dr. Tyng’s feet—this is ridicu- 
lous—nor was there any crowd aboutto attack 
St. John’s Church or surging toward Dr. Tyng’s 
house, nor did he address the mob, simply be- 
cause there was no mob to address, Dr. Newton 
is mistaken as to all that took place, except as 
to the fact that the Bishop did go to Dr. Tyng’s 
house and remain there until the immediate ex- 
citement subsided.” 

The Rey. Nicholas Cantwell, of the Church of 
St. Philip de Neri is the only Catholic clergyman 
now in this city who was located in Philadel- 
phia during the terrible riots. He says that 
Bishop Kenrick did take shelter with Dr. Tyng, 
but only did so upon the versistent versuasion 
of his friends, and afterward regarded the step 
as altogether unnecessary. 


GREAT MEN’SSONS ATA DISADVANTAGE 
From the St, Paul (Minn.) Pioneer Press. 

Sons of great men seem to remind us in 
these days chiefly that they cannot climb to 
fame upon their fathers’ greatness. It is a 
somewhat curious fact that outside of a few 
families, such as that of Adams, there is a sort 
of hereditary bar to public succession, Perhaps 


it isas we}l illustrated by the fortunes thus far 
of Robert Lincoln as by those of any other man. 
Mr, Lincoln is not only the son of his father, 
but he isa really able man. He has shown him- 
selt such in his profession. He showed himself 
such in the Cabinet to which he was called, 
And yet the name of Robert Lincoln is one un- 
familiar to the politics of the day, and his ability 
is neither properly measured nor appreciated. 
The first reason, of course, is that such men 
have applied to them an altogether different 
standard from that in ordinary use. It is not 
asked if they ate abler or wiser than their 
associates, but if they are as wise and able as 
their fathers or uncles. To require of a young 
man that he should display the qualities of a 
Lincoln or a Grant in maturity, and placed in 
the forcing atmosphere of a great crisis, is to de- 
preciate himin advance. He is not a weakling 
because he cannot carry the giant’s armor, yet 
thut is the test set for him. It is one of the 
consolations of mediocrity to believe that the 
world is run by: favoritism. To bear an illius- 
trious name is, therefore, to become a target for 
a certain species ofenyy, And if any scion of a 
nouse still honored rises to greatness, he will 
have achieved it. He will not be born to it or 
find it thrust upon him, but he must be very 
great, indeed, to overcome the disadvantages of 
standing in the shadow of the colossal dead.

ROYAL FAMILY DIFFICULTIES. 
From the London World. 

The story that the Queen has concerned 
herself in this matter is utterly untrue, for 
no communications have passed between her 
Majesty and the Duke of Cumberland for more 
than five years, The Duke keenly resented her 
Majesty’s share in_ bringing about the marriage 
of the Princess Frederica, and he wrote her a 
respectful, but very strongly worded, remon- 
strance against (what he considered) her un- 
justifiable meddlin, in the affair, and the bitter- 
ness which this passage of arms created was 
much intensified by the row which subsequently 
took place about the inscription which the 
Queen sent for the tablet which she erected to 
the memory of the late King George, and which 
is placed in the nave of St. George’s Chapel, and 
which described him as “the last King of Han- 
over.”” There was such a fuss about this indis- 
creti n that the inscription bad to be altered, 
and since that period the Royalties at Gmiinden 
have ignored their English relatives, excepting, 
tie Prince and Princess of Wales, nor has the 
Duke held any sort of intercourse with Princess 
Frederica since her marriage, but she has been 
reconciled to her mother.

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WORK OF THE ACTORS’ FUND.. 
a os 
MUCH GOOD DONE DURING THE LAST THREE 
MONTHS, 

There was a meeting of the Trustees of 
the Actors’ Fund yesterday at the office in 
Union-square, at which were nresent Messrs. 
Palmer, Poole, Colville, Henderson, Aronson, 
and Knowles, constituting a quorum. Mr. 
Poole, as Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, reported that during the 13 weeks of 
June, July, and August there was expended for 
relief purposes, medicines, and burials the sum 
of $3,551 98, During that time the receipts were, 
for certificates of membership, $655, and interest 
on invested funds, $270; a total of $925, Relief 
was extended to an average of 25 members of 


the profession per week. Dr. Robert Taylor, 
physician to the fund, attended 29 patients in 
June, 8 in July,and 41 in August, a total of 
105, and medicine was supplied to 102. There were 
ll buriais during that period. The Executive 
Committee also reported that of the money re- 
ceived for theatrical licenses the Board of Ap- 
portionment bad voted to pay one-half, or $2,850, 
to the fund. Since that action was taken a fur- 
ther sum of $2,000 has been collected, and it is 
estimated that $4,000 more will be received, and 
of these sums the Actors’ Fund will also receive 
one-half. This the Executive Committee con- 
siders a very important addition to the income 
of the fund. 

The Bureau of Registry is progressing well, 
and meets with hearty co-operation on the part 
of members of the profession. About 500 names 
are already on the registry, and every mail brings 
in 10 or 15 new blanks, properly filled and signed. 
Secretary Baker says that this department will 
be of great benefit to him in the work of ex- 
tending prompt relief, as he will have under his 
hand a full deseription and history of the mem- 
bers registered, and will not be compelled to lose 
time in hunting up the record of an applicant 
at a distance. 

Messrs. Poole, Colville, and Aronson were ap- 
pointed a committee to adopt a plan for benefits, 
and report at the next meeting of the Trustees, 
Messrs. Knowles and Colville were appointed a 
committee to look into the matter of the pur- 
chase of a large burial plot in Woodlawn or 
Evergreen Cemetery for the exclusive use of the 
fund, and the Executive Committee was directed 
to consider the matter of purchasing a house 
suitable for headquarters for the fund and of 
sufficient size to provide for a reading room and 
library. Itis understood that a number of con- 
tributions to a library have been offered if one 
be established, The present quarters, it is under- 
stood, must be vacated next May. 


THE EQUITABLE’S GAS MAINS. 


AN APPLICATION WHICH 
DATED COMPANY OPPOSES, 

For a long time opposition has been 
made to the laying of mains by the Equitable 
Gaslight Company, and many injunctions bave 
been obtained against the company on the 
ground that the Board of Aldermen, being the 
“municipal authorities” referred to in the 
statute known as the “Gas act,” had 
improperly delegated to the Gas Commis- 
sion, composed of tke Mayor, Controller, 
and Commissioner of Public Works, the 
right to authorize it and other gas companies 


to illuminate streets, &«. The General Term of 
the Court of Common Pleas sustained one of the 
injunction orders, holding that the Board of 
Aidermen were the only “* municipal authori- 
ties.”’ Subseguentiy the court became doubtful 
of this ane ordered a reargument, which bas 
not yet taken place. Pending it the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works refused to give the 
Equitable Gaslight Company permits to open 
the streets for the purpose of laying mains. His 
reason for bis refusal was that the Board of 
Aldermen hadimproperly delegated their au- 
thority to the Gas Commission, and that an act 
passed by the last Legislature to overcome un- 
certainties in the Gas act was unconstitional. 

An application was made on behalf of the 
Equitable Company fora mandamus to compel 
Commissioner Squire to give permits to it. 
Frederick R. Coudertand J. N. Lewis appeared 
before Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, to support the motion for a 
mandamus. Assistant Corporation Counsel Dean 
appeared and said that it seemed to him that the 
Commissioner of Public Works should grant the 
permits asked, but that the Consolidated Gas 
Company had some objections to offer through 
its counsel. R. 8. Newcombe and Ira D. Warren, 
who, he said, should be heard. Mr, Warren said 
he was not ready to argue the matter, and the 
hearing was adjourned until Monday next. 

DEMOCRATS 1N CONVENTION. 

The Democrats of the Third Assembly 
District of Westchester County, at their conven- 
tion to-day, at Pine’s Bridge, for the purpose of 
electing delegutes to the State, Senatorial, and 
Judiciary Conventions, stood 23 to 2U in favor of 
the renomination of Henry C. Nelson for state 
Senator, and the Senatorial delegates were elect- 
ed in his interest.

A quiet funeral left Undertaker Slevin’s 
establishment, at No. 25 Spring-street, yesterday 
and wended its way to Evergreens Cemetery.

Three members of the 
profession were the occupants of the solitary 
carriage. Miss Norwood was an Englishwoman, 
and was we)) known in New-York and Philradel- 
phia. She had been out of employment for 
some time lately, and on Tuesday had expected 
to secure anengagement. She did not succeed 
in so doing and was much depressed. Miss 
Norwood was in the habit of smoking cigarettes, 
which, she said, diverted her thoughts. On 
Tuesday night, after having tried by various 
means to eniiven herself, she went to her room, 
put on a wrapper, lighted a cigarette, and luy 
down on the bed, About an hour and a half 
later she was heard screaming and calling for 
water. The people inthe house rushing to her 
room discovered that she was in flames. They 
tried to smother the flames with blankets, 
poured buckets of water over her, and extin- 

uished the fire. It was too late to save Miss 

orwood’s life, however, She was severely 
burned and died three hours subsequently at 
Bellevue Hospital. A cigarette half burned was 
found by the bed on the tloorin herroom. This

A correspondent of the Toronto (Ontario)

THE COTTON, WHEAT, AND CORN 
CROPS. 
SEPTEMBER REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE—COTTON AND CORN 
PROMISING LARGE YIFLDS. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The September cotton 
report of the Department of Agriculture shows the 
prevalence of hot and day weatker during Aucust, ex- 
ceptin Louisiana, Mississippi, and Florida. Shedding 
of bolls and decrense of vitality have resulted quite 
generally. Drought bas been serious in ‘Texas and 
Arkansas and quite general in Western Tennessee, 
Soutbern Alabama, Georgia, and the Carolinas. The 
caterpillar bas caused much damage in Southern 
Texas, Arkansas, and in Central and Scuthern 
Alabama. Its prevalence is noted throughout 
Central and Southern Georgia with small 
effect as yet. The boll worm is causing 
much damage in the black belt of Alabama. 
and in Arkansas and Texas. Condition has declined 


in every State. The ayerage is 87, against 9644 in 
‘August. [ast year it was 52 in September and 87 in 
August. The present average is two points above the 
September average of 10 years. The fieures for the 
several States areas follows: Virginia, 88; North Car- 
olina, 86; South Carolina, 8%; Georgia, 91; Mlorida, v0; 
Alabama, 68; Mississippi, 89; Louisiana, 90; ‘Texas, 
82; Arkansas, 88; Tennessee, 87. Generally plants are 
vigorous and capable, with favorable Autumn weath- 
er, of an ample growth and boli development. In dis- 
tricts most infested with cotton worms the loss is irrep- 
arable and still threateniny. 

The condition of sure wheat has been improved 
since the first of August In the Northwest, the district 
of principal production. Heavy rains were followed by 
extremo heat between the first and the middle of 
August, just before harvest, shriveling the grain and 
causing rust. Heavy wind storms prostrated and in- 
jured large areas. In Nebraska there is some com- 

laint of smut, and a little in Dakota. Chinch 

ugs have done some damaye in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. I'he injury was greater in August than 
in July. ‘The averages are: For Wisconsin 77, a loss 
of 8 points; Minnesota 7s, a loss of 5: Dakota 96, a loss 
of 4; Lowa 88, aloss of 7 points. Northern New-Eng- 
land, Colorado, and the ‘Territories are nearly or quite 
upto 100. The general average for all Spring wheat 
is 8644, against 95 in August. The crop of last 
year was 156,000,000 bushels, The returns of 
Winter wheat are almost identical in results with 
those of July. ‘here is ae slight advance 
in Michigan, and some other 
States, and or two of decrease in 
several. ‘(he general average is 65.8 against 65 in 
July. Except as the resuit of thrashing may change 
present expectation the Winter wheat area may be 
placed at 217.000,000 bushels, and the remaining area 
nbout 134,000,u0u bushels. If injuries reported inthe 
stack should prove to be greater than at present ap- 
parent a few millions of reduction might still acerue. 

The condition of corn stil! continues high, ranging 
from 90 to 100 in State averages. ‘he general average 
is 95, against 96 in August. It was Iast year #4 in 
September. Frosts have wrought very little injury, 
and will be capable of little if deferred 10 days. The 
prospect is stili favorable fora crop slightly above an 
average.

TARIFF LAW DECISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—The following is a 
synopsis of sundry decisions rendered by the Treas- 
ury Department in customs cases during the past 
week: 

J. Under Article 470 of the Regulations of 1584, 
which prescribes that in case of disagreement between 
the merchant and general appraisers, acting on are- 
appraisement of imported merchandise, it is held that 
the Collector of Customs, who, by section 2,980, Re- 
vised Statutes, isto decide between such officers, is not 
bound bythe return of either, **but may adopt such 
value as may seem to him just; and the appraisement 
thus determined shall be final, and duties be assessed 
accordingly.” On submission of the question to the 
Solicitor of the Treasury that officer expresses the 
opinion that the rule laid down by said article is legal 
and proper. (Letter to the Collector of Customs at 
New-York.) . 

If. Section 2,559 of the Revised Statutes authorizes 
Collectors of Customs to admit to entry, without the 
production of the triplicate consular invoice, imported 
merchandise valued at less than $100, ‘if he is satis- 
fled that the neglect to Grodecs such invoice was unin- 
tentional, and that the importation was made in zo0d 
faith and without any purpose of defrauding or evad- 
ing the revenue laws.” Under this provision of Jaw 
the department holds that it has no right to interfere 
with the Collector of Customs in exercising a judicious 
discretion in the matter of such importations. (Letter 
to lL. W. Morris & Son, New-York.) 

Ill. Certain aqueous extracts of vegetable coloring 
matter of the ‘**malva’’ or “*mauve”’ flower, a species 
of mallow, are not “ flower juice,” but being prepared 
for use in coloring imitation wines, cordials, syrups, 
&c., are dutiable, by assimiJation, under the provisions 
of schedule A, T. I., new, 117, for **coloring for 
brandy,” at the rate of 50 percent. ad valorem. Cer- 
tain tinctures and flavoring extracts, composed of 
glucose, orange peel. and artificial fruit ethers, of 
which alcohol forms the principal ingredient, are duti- 
able at the rate of $2 pergallon forthe alcohol and 2 
per cent. ad valorem under the provisions of schedule 
A, T. I, new, 108, for “alcoholic compounds.” (Let- 
ter to the Collector of Customs at San Francisco.) 

IV. Cigarette papers cut to a proper size for cigar- 
ettes, viz.. 274 by 144 inches, are dutiable at the rate of 
70 per cent, ad valorem under the provision of sched- 
ule N, T. L, new, 476, for “all smokers’ articles what- 
soever.’”’ (Letter to the Collector of Customs at New- 
Orleans.) 

VY. A reappraisement of damages is provided for by 
Article 508 of the Kegulations,but the reference in said 
article to “Articles 428 to 428, Inclusive,” and to 
“Article 420” 1s erroneous. The proper reference 
shou!d be to Articles 463, &e. (Letter to the Surveyor 
of Customs at Cincinnati.) 

VI. Scrap books or scrap albums are not “blank 
books” in the sense jcontemplated by the statute, and, 
being otherwise enumerated, are dutiable at the rate 
prescribed for the materials reported by the Appraiser 
to be the chief value thereof. (Lettertothe Collector 
of Custums at San Francisco.)

SUSPENDING THE-TONNAGE TAX, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—he President has 

issued the following proclamation: 

Whereas, Satisfactory evidence has been received by 
me that upon vessels of the United States arriving at 
the port of Boca del Toro, United States of Colombia, 
no duty is imposed by the ton as tonnage tax or as 
light money, and that no other equivalent tax on ves- 
sels of the United Stutes is imposed at said port by the 
Colombian Government; and, 

Whereas, By the provisions of section 14o0f an act 
approyed June 26, 1854, “To remove certain burdens 
onthe American merchant marine and encourage the 
American foreign carrying trade and for other pur- 
poses,” the President of the United States is author- 
ized to suspend the collection in ports of the United 
States from vessels arriving from any port in * Central 
America, down to and including Aspinwal!) and Pana- 
mua,’’ of so much of the duty at the rate of 3 cents per 
Lon as may be in excess of the tonnage and lighthouse 
dues or other equivalent tax or taxes imposed on 
American vessels by the Government of the foreign 
country in which such port is situated; 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, President of 
the United States of America, by virtue of the au- 
thority vested in me by the act and section hereinbe- 
fore mentioned, do hereby declare and proclaim that 
on and atter this 9th day of September, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-five, the collection of said 
tonnage of 3 cents per ton shail be suspended as re- 
gards all vessels arriving in any port of the United 
States from the port of Boca del ‘loro, United States 
ot Colombia. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United States to be 
allixed. 

Done at the city of Washington this 9th day of Sep- 
tember, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five, 
and of the independence of the United States of 
America the one hundred and tenth.

THE UNIONS OF NEW-YORK BEATEN BY 
HALF A LENGTH. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.--The annual Po- 
tomac River regatta took place this afternoon.

The Analostans, steering into smooth water and 
rowing in good form at 36 to the minute, came 
up slowly and passed the Potomacs at_the mile, 
The slowly increased their lead, the Potomacs 
rowing raggedly anc steering wildly. The Ana- 
lostans won by two lengths in 10:40, Potomacs 
second. Just before the leaders crossed the line 
the Columbias made a fine spurt and passed the 
Ariels, but fouled a rowboat and were compelled 
to stop rowing. 

The third race—for senior singles—was uninter- 
esting. Kearney, of the Potomacs, took the lead 
of Smithson, of the Washingtons, and kept it up 
sue Snieh, winning by four or five lengths in 

21254. 

The fourth a singles—was a fine one. 
The entries were Johnson, of the Columbias; 
Baker, of the Washingtons; Noordzy, of the Po- 
tomacs: Baltz, of the Pennsylvanias, and Lut- 
trell, of the Rappahannocks, of Fredericksburg. 
Noordzy got off first, with Johnson second and 
the others bunched. Luttrell, however, began 
to forge ahead, and the race was between Baltz 
and himself, A fine spurt finished the race, with 
Luttrell three lengths in advance of Baltz, and 
Baker a goqd third. Time—11:1134. 

The last race was for four-oared gigs for the 
Palmer Cup, gold medals, and colors, and was 
the finest event of the day. The entries were the 
Pennsylvanias, of Philadelphia; Columbias, of 
Washington, and Unions, of New-York. The 
Unions went off with a rush, with the Colum- 
bias second. The race seemed to be a spurt 
throughout. The Unions set the pace with a 40- 
stroke, the Pennsylvanias pulling 86 and the 
Columbias 34. But the weight and power of the 
Columbiai crew soon began to teil, and at the 
half mile they had puijled up on even terms with 
the Unions, while the Pennsylvania crew had 
dropped two lengths astern. For half a mile the 
Columbias and Unions raced along side by side, 
with no perceptible advantage either way. 
Meanwhile the Pennsylvanias were dropping 
further astern, and, though pulling a clean 
finished stroke of 36, were unable to catch up. 
At the mile the Unions seemed to have 
obtained a slight lead, but it was 
temporary, and the Columbia gig 
began to creep away from the Union boat. All 
of the crews spurted strongly near the finish, 
but the Pennsylvanias seemed to be unable to 
hold the pace, and the Columbias sped across 
the line winners in 9:2244, with the Unions half a 
length astern and the Pennsylvanias out of the 
race. The trophy in this race—the Palmer Cup— 
bad been twice won by the Pennsylvania Club, 
and would have become its property if won to- 
day. Thecupsand medals were distributed to 
the winners to-night,

TRIALS OF A NEW EXPLOSIVE. 
From the London Times. 

A new explosive, known as hellhoffite, 
which has been invented by Hellhoff and Gru- 
son, has been subjected to comparative trials at 
St. Petersburg, together with nitro-glycerine and 
ordinary gunpowder. It is a solution of a ni- 
trated organic combination (naphthaltine, : phe- 
nol, benzine, &c.,)in fuming nitric acid. In 
preparing the hellhoftite tried in the experiments, 
binitro-benzine, a solid, inexplosive, and badly 
burning body was used. At the first trial glass 
bottles of 20 cubic centimeters contents each 
were filled with 20 grammes of the respective ex- 
plosive substances, and corked down. A tube 
filled with fulminate of murcury was passed 
through the corks, aslow match being attached 
fo the outer end of the tube for the purpose 
of ignition, Each of the bottles thus prepared 
was placed on atruncated cone of lead, the 
upper diameter of which was 3.5 centimeters, its 
lower 4.5, and its height 6. The cone itself stood 
ona east iron plate 2.5 centimeters thick. The 
deformation of the leaden cone by the action of 
the explosives could consequently be taken asa 
measure of their respective destructive power. 
The explosion of the gunpowder, as was antici- 
pated, caused no changes. By the explosion of 
the nitro-glycerine the cone was compressed 
about a quarter of its height; its surface had as- 
sumed the appearance of a well worn hammer; 
the diamcter of the surface had been increased 
to 5.56 centimeters, The explosion of the hell- 
hoffite caused much greater changes. The sur- 
face of the cone was completely torn; pieces five 
centimeters long and two centimeters thick 
were torn off and thrown about for sev- 
eral paces; only half of the cone was 
still a compact but entirely defaced mass. At 
the second experiment bottles (of 25° grammes 
each) filled with the various explosive sub- 
stances were let into corresponding cavities 
bored into the face of fir blocks of similar di- 
wensions. In exploding the gunpowder the 
block was torn into four pieces as if split with a 
hatchet, the several pieces were thrown about 
for 18, 12,11, and 10 paces. In exploding the 
nitro-glycerine the block was split into several 
pieces, The upper portion of the block, as far 
as the bottle was let into it, was torn off per- 
pendicularly in the direction of the fibre in such 
amanner thata smooth cut wasformed. The 
explosion of the hellhoffite likewise tore the 
portion of the block surrounding the bottle 
perpendicularly in the direction of the fibre, 
and splintered the remainder of the block into 
a large number of thin fibres. The fol- 
lowing experiments were also made with 
hellhoffite alone: A slow match was 
passed through the tube in the cork, which 
was without fulminate of mercury, as far 
as the surface of the _ hellhoffite in the 
glass bottle; no explosion followed on igniting 
the slow match. <A quantity of hellhoftite 
ponred into a bow! could not be exploded by a 

ighted match. Finally, a few drops of hellhoffite 
were poured on an anvil and exposed to heavy 
blows with a hammer, and no explosion fol- 
lowed. The hellhoffite, consequently, possesses 
the following advantages: (1) In igniting it with 
fulminate of mercury it acts more powerfully 
than nitro-glycerine; (2) 1t may be stored and 
transported with perfect safety as regards con- 
cussion, as it cannot be exploded either by a 

blow or ashock, nor by an open flame. On the 
other hand, it has the following disadvantages: (1) 
Hellhoffite is a liquid; (2) the fuming nitric acid 
contained in hellhoffite is of 
nature that it can be stored only in perfectly 
closed vessels; (3) hellhoffite is rendered com- 
pletely inexplosive by being mixed with water, 


and can consequently not be employed for works’ 


under water. 


ANOTHER SHELL HEAP IN MAINE. 
From the Portland (Me.) Press, Sent. 4. 
It is reported that a large shell heap has 
been discovered at Falmouth Foreside, on land 
owned jby the Underwood Water Company. 


It isapparently about 30 feet deep at the thick- 
est point, and runs back, as far as bas been 
traced, about 100 feet. The great age of the de- 
posit can be inferred from the fact that two oak 
trees, one nearly 3 feet through at a point just 
above the ground, are growing near the highest 
part of the mound. Shells have been removed 
that must havejbeen buried many hundred years, 
upon which the marks of fire are as fresh as if 
made but yesterday. The expense of removing 
the entire mass will be considerable, but will be 
at once undertaken by the owners of the land, 
who expect to reap a rich harvest of Indian 
relics. The work will be under the immediate 
direction of Dr, Charles L, Browne, of New- 
York. Gov. Robie. Mayor Deering, and other 
prominent gentlemen have been invited to be 
present.

The streets of the city 
are used by tradesmen and builders with 
as much freedom as if the public had no 
rights in them at all.

If the police and the petty 
courts do not sustain his efforts to. enforce 
the law he can complain of the police 
and expose the magistrates. Instead of 
this, he does nothing until the conduct 
of his own Office is called in question, and 
thereupon he procures a report that he is 
not responsible. ‘This will not do at all, 
If the Corporation Attorney was zealous 
in the determination to do anything more 
than draw his salary and hold on to his 
place, the ordinances would be enforced. 
The failure to enforce them is a standing 
indictment of his office for inefficiency, 
There will never be any reform so long as 
the investigators ladle out the responsibil- 
ity for his failures in the impartial manner 
illustrated by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts. It is evident we could not be worse 
off if the office of Corporation Attorney 
Wid not exist.

On the prairies the wind 
meets with as little resistance as at sea, 
and rises accordingly to as dangerous a 
height. In compensation, the 
itants are aware of their danger, 
and accordingly construct ‘‘ wind- 
breaks,” by which the force of storms 
dissipated, and ‘‘ dug-outs,” to which 
they can retire and be safe when 
they would not be safe in their houses. It 
takes more than one storm to enforce these 
expensive precautions.

LABORERS AND THE CIVIL SERV 
ICE, 
When the application of the civil service 


rules to the municipal service in this city | 


was under discussion a good deal of con- 
sideration was given to the question 
whether they could be applied advan- 
tageously to the laborers and lower grades 
of skilled workmen.employed by the city. 
The question was finally postponed, be- 
cause it was thought advisable not to 
undertake too much at one time, There 
are, however, many reasons why -the ad- 
vantages of the system should be given to 
this class of employés and to the city, and 
there is no doubt that with proper co- 
operation on the part of the authorities 
or the chief of them very great improve- 
ment over the present system could be ob- 
tained, That this is a reasonable view is 
shown by the experience of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission of Massachusetts with ref- 
erence to laborers in Boston. 

Obviously there is no occasion in the 
selection of laborers for any such compet- 
itive examination as is very properly re- 
quired in the case of clerks and higher 
grades of employment. But the objects of 
the competitive examination, 50 far as 
these relate to impartiality in selection, to 
the exclusion of partisan influence, and to 
the enforcement of business accountabili- 
ty, have been attained in Boston, The 
method devised by the commission is a 
very simple one in its principal features 
and has been skillfully developed and ap- 
plied. It practically consists of a registry 
of applicants for work, whose qualifica- 
tions are ascertained by inquiry from 
those who indorse them. After the an- 
nouncement that such a registry would 
be made, a time was fixed within which 
applications should be made, and the re- 
quirements asked of applicants were made 
known. The case of each applicant was 
then inquired into by the police, and if 
there was no good reason for refusal he 
was entered on the registry. When any 
department requires laborers the names of 
twice the number required are submitted 
by the commission in order that there 
may be opportunity for selecting the best, 
In responding to such requisitions the fol- 
lowing rule is observed: There are chosen 
first those who have special qualifications 
for the work; second, veterans of the 
army and navy, and third, those having 
families dependent on them. After a

record of the men’s conduct and capacity 
is secured, 

The plan has worked extremely well. 
There has been some opposition from the 


departments and politicians and some dis- 


crimination against the men employed 
from the registry, but the Mayor of Bos- 
ton is heartily in sympathy with the re- 
form, and as he has ample power in the 
matter these troubles will soon be disposed 
of. Men applying for registration have 
explained to them the conditions of em- 
ployment and are not encouraged to seek 
it if they can get work elsewhere, but 
they are secure of fair treatment and are 


‘relieved of any necessity or temptation to 


secure political influence. This is the 
chief advantage of the system. It takes 
the employment of laborers out of pol- 
itics. Of course, in the long run the tax- 
payers gain, because they get as good 
work, and usually better, and their money 
is not used to pay partisan debts. The 
workmen gain, because they are inde- 
pendent and are not exposed to the risk 
of discharge at the dictation of politicians. 
There is no reason why a like system 
should not be applied in New-York when 
the time is ripe for it, Our police force, 
as at present organized, would not be the 
most impartial inquirers as to qualifica- 
tions, but the police force is being steadily 
improved under the system of appoint- 
ments by competition, and, with due care, 
they could do what would be necessary in 
the matter.

THE ALABAMA CLAIMS COURT, 


First Controller DuruaAm, of the Treasu-- 


ry Department, decided about two weeks 
ago that twenty-four persons had been 
employed by the Court of Commissioners 
of Alabama Claims without warrant of 
law, and that no payments could legally 
be made from the Treasury on their ac- 
count in the future. This decision has 
drawn from Judge Har.an, presiding 
Judge of the court, a reply in the nature 
of a defense. This reply has not changed 
the views of the First Controller concern- 
ing the expenditures in question, Nota 
dollar will be allowed hereafter, he says, 
for expenses not warranted by the law as 
he interprets it. 

The Court of Alabama Claims was 
created in 1874 and it continued in exist- 
ence for three years. Its judgments dur- 
ing that term amounted to a little more 
than $9,000,000. The court was re-estab- 
lished in 1882, and its term will expire on 
Dec. 31 next. The judgments thus far 
amount to $8,338,420, and there are about 
1,450 cases yet to be heard. It is said that 
the attention of the First Controller was 
first directed to the expenditures in ques- 
tion by an attorney who represents the 
claimants in many of these unadjudicated 
cases, and who has been disbarred for con- 
tempt of court. Among the twenty-four 
persons whose employment is said to 
have been unauthorized are an “ expert 
in insurance,” at asalary of $4,200; three 
assistants to this expert, one at 2.000 and 





two at $1,800; one clerk to this expert at 
$1,400; a deputy'clerk at $2,500; four as- 
sistants to the clerk of the court, at salaries 
ranging from $1,000 to $1,200; a Judges’ 
clerk, several clerks for the use of coun- 
sel, and other minor officers. There are 
also seventeen lawyers who have been em- 
ployed as assistant counsel in special 
cases, and the First Controller can find no 
authority under which payments could 
legally have been made to them. 

The laws creating and re-establishing 
the court plainly specify who shall. be 
officers of the court, and provide for 
the payment of the Judges, a clerk, a 
stenographer, and an attorney to repre- 
sent the United States, They also con- 
tain the following provision: ‘‘ And said 
court shall be further allowed the neces- 
sary actual expenses of office rent, furni- 
ture, fuel, stationery and printing, and 
other necessary incidental expenses, to be 
certified by the presiding Judge of said 
court, and to be audited and paid on 
vouchers under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of State.” The salaries which the 
First Controller does not intend to pay 
hereafter have been paid heretofore under 
the head of ‘necessary incidental ex- 
penses,” 

Judge DurHAmM holds that after Con- 
gress had plainly provided forthe employ- 
ment of Judges, a clerk, a stenographer, 
and an attorney, and for the payment of 
these officers, it did not intend to provide 
in the clause which we have quoted for 
the employment of an indefinite number 
of persons in addition. The meaning of 
that clause seems to be clear. It is un- 
derstood that Solicitor McCug,. Assistant 
Secretary FaArRCHILD, and Secretary Bay- 
ARD agree with Judge DURHAM about this. 

But if this clause should not be regard- 
ed as sufficiently explicit the First Con- 
troller points toa section of: the Revised 
Statutes enacted three or four years be- 
fore the court was established, which reads 
as follows: ‘‘No moneys appropriated 
for contingent, incidental, or miscella- 
neous purposes shall be expended or paid 
for official or clerical compensation.” The 
court’s expenses since its re-establishment 
in 1882 are said to have been, up to the 
beginning of the current month, $451,659, 
and it is understood that, under Judge 
DURHAM’s interpretation of the law, about 
$350,000 of this sum was illegally paid 
out. 

There is also a dispute about the pay- 
ments made to Mr, CRESWELL, the Gov- 
ernment’s attorney. He has been draw- 
ing $8,000 a year as salary. The law pro- 
vides that he shall receive ‘*for his serv- 
ices and expenses such reasonable allow- 
ance in each claim as may be approved by 
the court, to be apportioned in each claim 
adjudicated, and paid from said award 
upon the certificate of one of the Judges.” 
It also provides that his pay shall not ex- 
ceed $8,000 a year. Judge DURHAM says, 
according to published reports, that 
these provisions have been ignored, that 
there is not in the department. the vestige 
of a voucher showing that Mr. CreEs- 
WELL’s claim to $8,000 a year has ever been 
approved by the court, that no allowance 
has been apportioned, and that the money 
has not been drawn upon a Judge’s certifi- 
cate. Therefore he proposes to withhold 
Mr, CRESWELL’S pay until the law shall 
have been obeyed. 

These appear to be the most prominent 
of the charges made by the First Control- 
ler and his advisers, The formal reply 
has not been given to the public. Mr. 
CRESWELL tells a correspondent that the 
expenses were all fully authorized, and 
have been, in his opinion, ‘‘ extremely 
moderate.” Ifthe presiding Judge shall 
be able to point out the authority con- 
ferred by law for the expenditures in 
question he will have something to stand 
on, but if he shali not find that authority 


Judge DourHAM will have a pretty good 
case, 








TAMMANY, 


The lot of a Tammany politician is not 
at present a happy one. Tammany is an 
organization managed on the simple prin- 
ciple of enabling its leaders to eat the 
largest possible share of the city, State, 


and national taxes, by reason of* their. 


control over the masses of the: faction. 
The rank and file, whose votes these lead- 
ers control, are the most ignorant: and 
dangerous - class of voters, and they 
may consequently be relied on. to 
vote solidly, Theré are not far 
from 40,000. of these voters, 


soever that is issued by Tammany Hall or 
that is commended to them by the agents 
of that-organization. Obviously this is a 
very dangerous element in the : com- 
munity, but as obviously it is an element 
well worth getting the control of for 
aspiring politicians. Democrats, of good as 
well as of bad character, show an anxiety 
to get control of these votes, which may 
be turned to good as well as to bad pur- 
poses, though not with equal facility. 


The politicians who are at present in-' 


triguing for the succession to their hon- 


ored leader, it is only fair to.say, make no- 


sign of wanting the leadership for any 
good purpose. Their honored leader last 
year led them into the wilderness, Their 
candidate for Mayor was beaten and their 
avowed candidate for President was elect- 
ed under circumstances which gave them 
no claim upon him. Even upon the spoils 
theory of politics he would have owed 
them nothing, and upon the merit theory 
they had no claim to anything from any- 
body. The State has no patronage to give 
worth mentioning, and the City Govern- 
ment was in the hands of the enemy. 
With a Democratic President, a Demo- 
cratic Governor, and a Democratic Mayor 
Tammany had so contrived matters as to 
be left out of everything. 

It was time for the honored leader to re- 
tire, even if the state of his health had 
permitted him to remain in politics. His 
leadership had reduced the capacity of 
Tammany for getting hold of the taxes to 
the lowest point it had ever reached. The 
working capital, however, remained—the 
40,000 votes that are insensible to reason 
and amenable only to prejudice, money, 
and something to drink. This capital it is 
the object of the intriguers to control. In 
atriangular contest in local politics the 
Tammany ticket has very nearly as good 
a chance of winning as either of 


who. 
can be trusted to cast any ballot what-.

the two others. For, besides being 
insensible to reason, the Tammany vote 
has the further advantage that it can 
always be “‘ got out.” It does not stay at 
home on a rainy day, neither is it with- 
held because no important issues are in- 
volved, nor are any of those who habit- 
ually cast it liable to be disaffected by the 
nomination of a disreputable candidate. 
It is a model vote for the purposes of a’ 
machine politician, provided he can “‘ capt- 
ure the organization,” and our news col-' 
umns show what steps its ambitious lead-- 
ers have been taking-to that end. 

But the retired Mr. KELLY has spoiled 
these interesting schemes by showing 
himself more powerful than anybody on: 
the active list of the General Committee. 
He has signified his pleasure that his man. 
should be nominated for ‘Sheriff, and al- 
though his man seems to be nobody else’s 
man it.appears that he will have his way. 
All that the intriguers presumed to do was 
to wait upon him in order to show that 
his man would not be an eligible candi- 
date. But all they gained by this was a 
snubbing, the details of which they are 
reluctant-to give. 

The idea of JoHN KELLY as a “sage,” 
to whom people go in order to imbibe 
political wisdom, is particularly funny. 
He does not at all fill the traditional bill. 
When anybody goes to see an orthodox 
sage, the sage never snubs him. He shows 
the visitor his pumpkins and turnips, and 
then goes on to talk from three to six 
columns in fine type of generalities 
that do not. glitter. Nothing could 
be less like the behavior of this. 
tranquil philosopher-than that of the Sage 
of Clifton Springs, who orders his visitors 
to nominate STEVENs, and treats them 
with positive rudeness when they exhibit 
an indisposition to apply his wisdom to 
the primaries, Before he went on the re- 
tired list asa sage JOHN KELLY was an 
impetuous, vindictive, and unwise poli- 
tician. But it is damning him with very : 
faint praise to say that he was a much 
more respectable person than any-of the 
politicians who are after his old place, 











HONORS TO PERRY. 

The ceremonies at the unveiling yester-- 
day of the statue of OLIVER Hazarp 
PERRY, erected at Newport, may’ perhaps 
be accepted as a token that the fame of 
one of the greatest of our earlier ; sailors 
has not been eclipsed by the . exploits of 
his renowned successors. This formal 
dedication of the monument, whose cor- 
nerstone was laid with a preliminary cele-. 
bration not long since, fell on the seven- 
ty-second anniversary of his victory near 
Put-in Bay; but it was also a centennial 
commemoration, since PERRY was born a 
hundred years ago, on the 23d of August, 
1785, at South Kingston, on the mainland 
opposite Newport. That town, too, had 
been the native place of his father, Capt. 
CHRISTOPHER RAYMOND PERRY, of the 
navy, all of whose sons, we _be- 
lieve, were officers in our naval 
service during the war of 1812. 
Thus, although fifteen.years ago a.marble 
statue to the most famous of a family of 
three generations of American sailors had 
already been erected at Cleveland, there 
was a special fitness in placing the pres- 
ent one at Newport, whither his body 
had. been removed from Trinidad for 
burial, by order. of Congress, in.1826, and 
where the State of Rhode - Island: erected 
a.monument to his memory. 

The lustre of PERRY’s achievement on 
Lake Erie is not dimmed by lapse of time 
or by comparison with modern engage- 
ments that have brought greater forces into 
play. One of its merits, which is quite as 
evident now as seventy years ago, was 
that it reversed the ill-fortune which had 
clung to most of the American operations 
on the Canada line after.the declaration 
of war a year earlier.. On the ocean credit- 
able victories had been won, but along 
the lake frontier the land forces seemed 
doomed to disaster. HuLu had.surren- 
dered Detroit and his whole army; Van 
RENSSELAER had been badly beaten : at 
Queenstown Heights; WINCHESTER with 
his Kentuckians had been defeated on the 
River Raisin. Commodore CHAUNCEY’s 
squadron, to be sure, on Lake Ontario, 
took York and Fort George, and'the Brit- 
ish were repulsed.at Sackett’s Harbor; 
but Prrry’s splendid. capture of ‘the en- 
tire fleet opposed to him was a success 
novel in: American: annals and‘ propor-. 
tionally inspiring. . It. insured the control 
of the lakes, protected our coasts, and laid 
Canada open to invasion. 

But, after all, it was the personal ele-. 
‘ment in this naval engagement that made, 
it so vastly renowned. Even to this day 
the battle of Lake Erie is popularly-styled 
'** PERRY’S victory’—a phrase whichshows 
how deeply his individuality is impressed 
onit. In fact, the energy and courage 
shown by Capt. PERRy from the time of 
his arrival to take command on the lake 
until the hour of his triumph were excep- 
tional. He was but 27 years old on assum-. 
ing command, although, it is true, he had 
entered the navy as a midshipman under’ 
his father at 14, and had served in the 
war against Tripoli, He was opposed by 
Capt. R. H. Barcnay, a veteran sailor, 
and a bold and.capable one as well, 
Perry went to work with. tireless vigor 
to create a flotilla, gathering vessels and 
sailors as he best could, and causing two 
20-gun brigs to be rapidly constructed. 
‘Then by a most skillful manceuvre, in 
which he completely baffled his chagrined. 
opponent, who had been blockading him 
while making his preparations, he got his 
fleet out on the lake. 

The completeness of PERRy’s . victory: 
was such that we in our day need not 
hesitate to recognize’ any sources of 
superiority on his side, In tonnage the 
difference was but slightly in his favor, 
his nine vessels only aggregating about a 
hundred tons more than the six vessels of | 
Barcuay. The crews available for duty: 
were also nearly equal in number. Bar- 
CLAY had 63 guns to Perry’s 54, but Prr- 
RY’S were the heavier on the average 
and threw a greater weight of metal at a 
broadside. The splendid courage and skill 


‘with which he directed the fight are ele- 


ments which, though they cannot be ex- 
pressed in statistical form, were most 
potent factors in the result. Everybody 
knows with what bravery he fought the 
Lawrence, his flagship, until of her 108 men 


fit for duty when she began 83 were killed 
or wounded. It was characteristic of the 
man that when his crew had been thus 
reduced he called down for the Surgeon’s 
assistants, who came up one after, another 
to help him fire the guns until no more 
‘even of them were available. ‘‘Can any 
of the wounded pull a rope?’ was his: 
next inquiry, and a few crawled up at the 
appeal. At last, with ‘‘every brace and’ 
bowline shot away,” the hull of the Law-. 
rence riddled with shot that went com- 

pletely through -her, and every gun but’ 
one dismounted on:the side of the ship» 
engaged, Perry himself fired that gun,, 
aided by the purser and chaplain, , and 
then, instead of striking, shifted his flag 
to the Niagara in an open: rowboat. 
manned by his brother and four’ seamen. 

This is the scene that artists have por- 

trayed. 

It was PERRY’s good fortune to crown’ 
his ultimate victory in the.capture of 
BaRCLAY’s entire fleet by a sententious 
dispatch that became memorable, and it 
need hardly be added that the phrase *‘ We 
have met the enemy and they are, ours”’ 
appears on the'base of the statue.at New- 
port. ‘‘Capt. PERRY,” wrote BarcLay 
after the action, ‘‘has behaved in the 
most humane and _ attentive manner, not 
only to myself and officers, but to all the 
wounded.” Other memorable naval vic- 
tories were won in that war, but Perry's 
achievement still holds its own in splendor 
and in popular appreciation.

THE CAROLINES DISPUTE

SETTLING THE AFFAIR IN A 
FRIENDLY SPIRIT. 

PRINCE BISMARCK’S EXPLANATION OF GER- 
MANY’S ACTION—A PEACEABLE REPLY 
FROM SPAIN. 

BERLIN, Sept. 10.—It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Spain has not yet replied to Ger- 
many’s suggestion to refer the Carolines question 
tion to a friendly power for arbitration. Nor 
has Spain replied to Germany’s demand for 
reparation for the insult to the German Embassy 
at Madrid on Saturday last. 

The Oficial Gazeite says that on Aug. 19 the 
Government received a note from Spain pro- 
testing against Germany’s occupation of the 
Caroline Islands, and that Prince Bismarck’s 
reply was handed to Sefior Elduayen, the Spanish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on Sept. 4. Prince 
Bismarck pointed out that German traders who 
had resided for many years on the Caroline Isl- 
ands, believing the islands to be unclaimed, had 
demanded the protection of Germany. Such 
protection, the Chancellor said, would have been 

neither sulicited nor granted if it had been 


thought that Spain claimed the archipel- 
ago. Official inquiries showed that the 
Dnly interests represented on the _ islands 
were Germanand British, the former largely 
redominating. In view of the fact that Spain 
ad made no objection to Germany’s note of 
March, 1875, in which she refuted Spanish claims 
to the Carolines, Germany was justified in re- 
garding the islands as ownerless. Tie annex- 
ation had been effected in good faith, and Ger- 
many was willing, in a friendly spirit, to ex- 
kmine into the claims now put forth by Spain 
prto suomit the matter to arbitration. The 
Chancellor in concluding bis reply said that the 
question was too trivial to imperil the friend- 
ship existing between Spain and Germany, 


Maprip, Sept. 10.—King Alfonso pre- 
jided at the Cabinet council to-day. An elab- 
prate answer to Germany was drawn up in the 


most friendly terms, explaining the claims of 
Spain to the Caroline Islands and demanding 
hat Germany recognize them. 

Gen. Lopez Dominguez urges all parties to 
forget their differences and_ unite in the defense 
»f their country. Sefer Casteiar counsels the 
Dpposition Party to exercise prudence, and ad- 
yocates a union of the Latin races to counteract 
the dangers of Germany’s colonia! policy. 

Prince Bismarck, after a protracted discussion 
with the members of German houses having a 
Jjarge Pacific trade, prepared plans several 
months ago forthe occupation by Germany of 
the principal islands of the Marshall, Pelew, 
Gilbert, and Caroline groups. Tne Spanish 
Viceroys and officers at Manila, the capital city 
of the Isiand of Luzon, and of all the Philippine 
Islands, and at other places in the Pacific Ocean 
have for many years called the attention of the 


home Government to the increasing German in- 
uence in the Pacitic. 

Tbe Government has just dispatched a speeial 
messenger to Berlin with an additional note to 
Germany rezarding the serious question at issue 
between the two Governments. his note, 
which was approved at the council of Ministers 
peld to-day, requests Germany to renounce all 
jntention of establishing a suzerainty over the 
Darolines and Pelew Islands, Without such 
guarantee Spain must decline to give satisfac- 
Sion for the recent insults to the German Em- 
passy. The agitation at St. Sebastian and 
sghroughout the country is subsiding. 

Lonpon, Sept. 11.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Daily News says that Germany 
has consented that the Vigo and Valencia Con- 
bulate matters be settled separately, and allows 
Bpain voluntary action in giving satisfaction, 
the apology to be verbal or printed, in order 
the best tu — a fresh popular outburst, 
which would tend to strengthen the opposition 
to themonarchy. The Spanish reply, while not 
fotally rejecting arbitration, will contend that 
Bpain’s prior rights are sufficiently proved to 
justify the termination of the dispute by direct 
negotiation.

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL ILL—A BRIT-

Lonpon, Sept. 10.—The health of Lord 
Randoipb Churchill, Secretary of State for 
India, has given way under the severe strain of 
‘is official duties and the part he has taken in 
the Parliamentary campaign. All of his lord- 
ship’s political engagements have been canceled 
in accordance with the imperative orders of his 
physicians. He willnot make a public speech 
until November, when, it is announced, he will 
address the voters of Birmingham just prior to 
the Parliamentary election. Lord Randolph is 
suffering from nervous prostration, the result 
of overwork. 

A number of prominent Tories are urging the 
fovernment to postpone the elections until 
January. Lord Salisbury has consulted with his 
colleagues on the subject, and it has been de- 
cided to appoint Nov. 14 as election aay. 

Mr. W. E. Forster, member ot Parliament for 
Bradford, continues in poor health. His condi- 
tion bas not improved. There is little chance of 

is contesting Bradford in person atthe coming 
elections. Nevertheless he will be supported by 
a large number of electors. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in the preface to his work 
on the Radical programme, says that Radicalism, 
whicb has hitherto been the creed of the most 
numerous section of the Liberal Party outside 
of the House of Commons, will henceforth be 
a powerful factor inside. Tne Radical aime, he 
says, are co structive, not destructive.

THE LAKE ERIE HERO. 


A STATUE TO COMMODORE PERRY UNVEILED 
' AT NEWPORT. 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 10.—The statue of 
Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, the naval hero 
of the last war between Great Britain and the 
United States, who won the battle of Lake Erie 
with a force inferior to that of the enemy, 7 
years ago to-day, was unveiled to-day in the 
presence of more distinguished men than have 
been gathered together here on any public or 
private occasion for many years. 

The sculptor is William G, Turner, a resident 
of Florence, Italy, but formerly and until the 
close of the civil war a citizen of this place. 
The statue is of bronze. A half dozen steps sup- 
port aslender shaft which has heavy moldings 
atthe top and bottom. On its western tace a 
laurel wreath surrounds the word ‘* Perry,” 
while the famed words of the hero’s dispatch to 
President Madison, **We have met the enemy 
and they are ours,” curve over the eastern face. 
The plainness of the pedestal brings out the 
striking features in the image itself, which is 10 
feet in height. 

The ceremonies at the unveiling of the statue 
this morning excited deep interest, and the 
streets were crowded long before the procession 
formed, the majority of the people being in 
holiday attire.

William P. Sheffield, Gov. Wetmore responding. 
Mayor Franklin responded in behalf of the city. 

At the conclusion of Mayor Franklin’s ad- 
dress between 300 and 400 of the guests entered 








carriages and proceeded to the Ocean House, 
where, at 2:30 o’clock, a banquet was served, 
Tbe banquet was a grand affair and a fitting 
conclusion of the day’s celebration. Mr. Shef- 
field, Chairman of the State Committee, pre- 
sided. The tables were elaborately decorated, 
and around them were between 400 and 500 
guests. A number of toasts and senti- 
ments were offered and were responded to 
by distinguished gentiemen. Just be- 
fore the commencement of the post- 
prandial exercises the venerable historian, 
George Bancroft, entered the hall and received 
agreat ovation, all standing and ~—— vo- 
ciferously.

THEY NOMINATE A TICKET AND DECLARE 
THEIR PRINCIPLES. 

WorcrsteR, Mass., Sept. 10.—The Pro- 
hibitory State Gonvention held in Worcester to- 
day was well attended, and the interest 
shown indicates a respectable vote on 
election day. There were 404 delegates, 
representing 102 cities and towns, and there was 
a large crowd of outsiders to hear ex-Gov. St. 
John’s speech. Mr. George Kempton, Chairman 
of the State Committee, was temporary Presi- 
dent, and the Rev. J. W. Hamilton, of Boston, 
permanent President. Mr. Hamulton said in his 
opening speech: 

We have reached the brink of the reconstruction 
period for political purties. The grand old party of 
sacred memory and human history is gone over the 
prink and 1s now down below. No rope of sand or 
straw will avail in the hands of the_ helpers, 
who 5 4 attempt to lift up and bring 
back the Republican Party. In the reconstruction 
pericei of our national politics mere memories will not 
resuscitate party issues, and sentimental pledges from 
men whose .reputations have been much injured by 
broken vows will not afford much indemnity for the 
past nor security for thefuture. Both parties hang their 
floppy sails ina dead calm, each hoping that some- 
thing will occur to enable one to take even what little 
there is of the other's wind. The Democratic Presi- 
dent, trying his best to be a good Republican, gets 
across the bow of the party in the race with him, a 
thousand times worse than the Puritan fouls the Ge- 
nesta.”’ 

An effort was made to get the veteran temper- 
ance lecturer, Jobn B. Gough, to stand for Gov- 
ernor, but his condition compelled him to de- 
cline, and the ticket was made up as follows: 

For Governor—Thomas J. Lotbrop, of Taun- 
ton. 

For Lieutenant-Governor—Charles B. Knight, 
of Worcester. 

For Secretary of State—George Kempton, of 
Sharon. 

Hor Treasurer—Claudius B. Travis, of Natick. 

For Auditor—William W. Sherman. of Lowell. 

For Attorney-Generai—Samuel M. Fairfield, of 
Malden. 

Below the Lieutenant-Governor this is the 
ticket of last year, except that Mr. Travis takes 
the place of Mr. Knight, who has been made 
the candidate for second place. The nominee 
for Governor has an _ excellent record in 
military and civil life. He was born in 
Taunton in 1834, attended the Taunton 
schools, and was graduated from aided 
Coilege in 1854, He has served in the Legislature, 
and was for nine years Treasurer of his county. 
He was a Republican up to 1876, since which 
time he has acted with the Prohibitionists, and 
last year was nominated for Presidential Elect- 
or. He comes of the same stock as Lothrop, 
the new Minister to Russia. 

The resolutions are brief and were hastily pre- 
pared. ‘hey declare against the license law and 
in favor of female suffrage. and condemn the 
massacre of Chinesein Wyoming. They also de- 
clare that the true way of securing civil service 
reform and all other reforms is to do away with 
the liquor traffic and keep men sober. 

Ex-Gov. 8t. John roused the convention to a 
high pitch of enthusiasm by one of his impas- 
sioned speeches. He compared the growth of 
the Prohibition Party to that of the Republican 
Party, and predicted a million and a half pro- 
hibitory votes in and victory in 1892. He 
recounted the violated promises of the Re- 
publican politicians, their pleas for free 
suffrage in the South, while they burn the 
effigies of their opponents in the North, and 
their efforts to keep alive for their own profit 
the exviring passions of the Democratic Party. 
He compared the oondition of thingsin the 
prohibitory counties of the South with the con- 
dition in the saloon-cursed North, and urged the 
men of Massachusetts to give the women a 
oe in the matter of permitting saloons to 
exist. 





A QUEER CASE. 

About the 28th of July, 1885, the seizing 
officers of the Custom House seized the stock of 
one J. Emrich, at No. 66 Nassau-street, and took 
the same away. Since then they have kept pos- 
session of the stock without having made any 
return to the District Attorney, so that the 
claimant has been absolutely unable to go into 
court to bond the property or protect his rights. 

Repeated applications have been made to the 
authorities to send the case to the District At- 
torney, but withoutany result. It 1s a great 
wrong and leaves the party without remedy, 
breaks up his business, and nearly ruins him. 


An occurrence like this would not be permitted 
in despotic Russia.

The inquest in the case of Gretchen 
Holz, who, with her sister Ella, lost their lives 
througha mistake of Druggist Charles Am Ende, 
was coucluded by Coroner Haughey, of Hobo- 
ken, last night.

“* that the deceased came to her death by taking 
morphine instead of quinine, given through the 
criminal carelessness of Charles G. Am Ende.” 
Am Ende was not at the inquest. He is under 
bail to await the action of the Grand Jury on 
a charge of manslaughter preferred by the 
father of the dead giris. 








DECAMPED WITH $10,000. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—The fact has 
just been made public that Willard F. McIntyre, 
aged 26 years, who had been employed as 
business manager for George G. Goodrich & Co., 
dealers in drain pipe, this city, decamped about 


seven weeks ago, taking about $10,000 in cash 
belonging to the firm. He is also charged with 
having forged several checks for small amounts.

A PLEASANT REUNION IN THE OLD HAVER- 
HILL ACADEMY. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Sept. 10.—The reunion 
of the classmates of the poet Whittier in the old 
Haverhill Academy held here to-day was one of 
the pleasantest occasions. It was held in the 
quaint old rectory of St. John’s Church, the 
Rev. Charles Wingate, the Rector, acting as host, 
and it was attended by about 40 former pupils of 
the academy and guests, 19 of the party being the 
poet’s classmates. The reunion was suggested 
for last year by Mr. Wingate, whose father was 
the first President of the academy, but Mr. 


Whittier then replied that although it would 
give him the greatest pleasure to meet his old 
mates, the state of his hcalth would prevent 
him. He added, however, that another year, if 
his life were spared, he might be able to attend 
such a gathering as was proposed, and Mr. Win- 
gate accordingly set about to arrange for this 
vo, an to-day’s pleasant reunion was the 
result, 

The survivors of Whittier'’s class, the first of 
the academy, which was founded in 1827, num- 
ber 84, scattered all over the country. Among 
them are Whittier, who was the oldest in 
the class; Joseph B. Smith, of Georgia; Louis 
M. Hatch, of Ashville, N. C.; Charles West, 
of St. Louis, Mo.; John J. White, of New-Or- 
leans, La.; Charles L. Bradley, of Providence, 
R. I.; Joseph H. Adams, of Boston; Albert 
L. Eastman, of Hampstead, N. H.; Harrison 
Plummer, Charles W. Chase, Charles Wingate, 
Jackson B. Swett, of Haverhill; Mrs. Abbv 
Haseltine Smith, of Roxbury District, Boston; 
Mrs. Mary K. Dodge, of Philadelphia; Mrs. 
Harriet Minot Pitma, of Somerville; Mrs. Har- 
riet Plummer Bartlett, of Manchester, N. H., 
the mother of Gen. Bartlett; Mrs. Mary E. 
Thomas, of Uincinnati; Mrs. Haxon Haseltine, 
of Baltimore, Md.; Mrs, Evelina Bray, of Down- 
ey, N. Y.; Mrs. Warren Ordway, of Bradford; 
Mrs. Susan Wingate Waldron, of Augusta, Me., 
and Mrs. J. Gilmore Lovejoy, formerly Margaret 
B. Bradley. of Rockland, Me. The invitation to 
the reunion read: 

7 os et wm the old Haverhill Academy, 1827 to 1880, 
and schoolmates of John G. Whittier are invited to » 
reunion on Thursday, Sept. 10, from 2 to5 P. M., at 
the rectory, No. 7 Broadway.” 


Mr. Whittier arrived from his home in Ames- 
bury in the forenoon, and dined at the rector 
with Mr. Wingate’s family. The reunion fol 
lowed in the afternoon, according to the plan 
arranged. The exercises were quite informal. 
There was talk about the old days, reading of 
letters from absent ones, members of the class, 
or friends invited who could not attend, and the 
reading of a poem written by Whittier for the 


occasion. Among the letters received was this 
from Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes: 

{ thank you for treating me as if I were an old 
schoolmate of our dear friena Whittier. I was at 
Phillips Academy in Andover during the years 1824 
and 1825, or a large part of them. and from 1825 to 
1820 a member of Harvard University. The Class of 
29 has a high record, but now much brighter it 
would have been if we would have read upon the 
triennial and quinquennial catalogue Johannes 
Greenleaf Whittier, A. B., M., LL D.. «eo. 
But what, after all, can all the degrees of all the col- 
leges do for him whose soul has been kindled by that 
“ Ae spark of nature’s fire,”’ which Burns caught from 
her torch on the banks of the Ayr, and Whittier among 
the miststhat rise from the Merrimack? peed not 
say how much I should enjoy the meeting if 1 could be 
present and how much 1 regret that 1 cannot have 
that great pleasure

and udmired friend Whittier, l am very truly yours,

Miss Arethusa Hall, of Northampton, who was 
the preceptress of the academy during Whittier’s 
school days there, also wrote a pleasant letter. 
She said: 

**I remember Mr, Whittier well as he wus then, hav- 
ing ot few opportunities for ucademic culture, 
and whom Mr. Duncan introduced to my attention as 
& young man who at the shoemaker’s bench 
often hammered out fine verses. I recollect 
the assiduity with which was report- 
ed to study. and [I have vividly pictured in 
my memory his appearance at a public examination 
undergoing the_ well sustained ordeal. From that 
time 1 followed his literary career with interest, im- | 
bued as it was with the noblest principies of humanity 
no less than with the deepest poetic feeling. Only «a 
few days since I read with intense delight, mid- 
summer though it was, his ‘Snow Bound, 
picturing in many points my own early experiences. I 
regret very much that 1 do not see the probability of 
my being present at the proposed reunion. Failing in 
that you will please present my highest appreciation 
and regard to Mr. Whittier, and my kind wishes to any 
of my old pupils who may be at the gathering.’* 

A poem was also read, written by E. F. Incalls, 
one of the classmates, and the formalities closed 
with the singing of ‘** Auld Lang Syne” by Mrs. 
Julia Houston West. The exercises over, the 
party paid a visit to the old schoolhouse which 
still stands on Winter-street.

BUSINESS DULL IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 10.—Mr. John Baird, a 
prominent merchant of this city, has just re- 
turned from a long visit to Newfoundland, and 
says that he found business there in a very de- 
pressed condition. Spain is oneof Newfound- 
jand’s largest and best customers for codfish, 
the Spanish markets taking a large share of 
the annual export to European countries. 
This year, however, the export has 
been very small, the demand being 
almost checked by the cholera plague, which 
has decimated whole districts and cities of the 
peninsula. So far the trade with Italy and the 
Soutb of France, which was also affected by the 
cholera, though in a slighter degree, has not 
suffered materially. Although business is du) 
in Newfoundland from this and other causes, 
yet there 1s no _ despondent feeling. The 
last three or four years’ have been 
highly prosperous ones with the island. and 
the people are fortified against a lean year or 
two. Tue catch of cod has not been large, which 
is baraly deplorable, in view of the decrease in 
the export. The herring fishing has so far been 
highly successful. The political situation is 
somewhat uncertain, as there will be a triangu- 
lar fight at the approaching elections, in which 
religious teeling is expected to play a part and 
which is expected to resultina change ot Goy- 
ernment. 


DECIDED AFTER THIRTY YEARS. 
From the London Times. 

A singular lawsuit has just been brought 
toaconclusion in Lippe-Detmold after nearly 
30 years of litigation. It was an old custom of 
the Principality that whenever a Princess of 


the reicning house or of the collateral branches 
was aboutto marryasum of about the value 
of £15,000 was raised as a marriaze gift for the 
Princess by a tax on all persons liable to direct 
taxation. Hence this marriage gift received the 
name of the * Princess tax.’ In 1857 the Count- 
ess von Hasslingen, born Countess of Lippe- 
Weissenfels, commenced a suit against the Gov- 
ernment and Chambers of the Principality for 
the marriage gift to which she contended she 
was entitled according to immemorial usage. 
The Supreme Court of the Principality has re- 
cently decided against the Countess, who, how- 
ever, may yet take her case before the Supreme 
Appeal Court of the Empire. For the little 
Principality of Lippe-Detmold the being dis- 
charged of a payment of £15,000 is no small gain. 








HOW CLEVELAND RETURNED A PASS. 
Washington Letter to the Cleveland Leader. 
President Cleveland does not believe in 

using railroad passes. When he was first elected 


Governor of New-York Mr. D. H. Fonda, of the 
Mount McGregor Railroad, made out the first 
pass ever given upcn that road in the name of 
Grover Cleveland. This he mailed to Grover 
Cleveland at Albany. By the next mail it was 
returned, with the following letter, which I have 
copied from the original. The President's State 
papers are so few that I give it in full:

To-day the diseuse was 
positively determined, and the boys who were 
playing with the patient yesterday have been 
taken out of the public schools. The family of 
the patient, with the nurse, will be removed to 
an isolated house, and the Board of Heaith will 
at once issue a vaccination proclamation. 





TRAIN ATTACHED FOR TAXES. 
Kansas, City, Mo., Sept. 10.—As the Chi- 
cago passenger train of the Hannibal and St, 
Joseph Road was about to start from the 


yards this evening, to pull up to the Union 
Station, an attachment was levied upon it 
on account of taxes due to the State ana 
county by the company to the amount of 
$30,000. The company’s attorney appeared and 
stated that the matter would be settled as soon 
as adjustment is made by the State Board of 
Equalization on disputed claims. He acknowl- 
edged the attachment, however, and the train 
was released. The officials of the road will hold 
a conference with the Collector to-morrow.

THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE TO GEN. 


GRANT’S MEMORY. 
CurcaGo, Ill., Sept. 10.—The Society of 
the Army of the Tennessee held an adjourned 


meeting this forenoon, Gen. Sherman presiding. 
The committee appointed recommended that 
the next meeting be held at Rock Istand, IIl., 
from Sept. 15 to 18, 1888, which was concurred in. 
Gen. A. L. Chetlain, of Chicago, was chosen as 
the orator, with Major-Gen. Force, of Cincin- 
nati, as alternate. Gen. Sherman and the other 


officers of the society were re-elected. Thecom- 
mittee appointed to draft resolutions upon the 
death of Gen. Grant submitted the following, 
which were adopted: 


Whereas, On July 23, 1885, Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant, the 
first commander of the Army of the Tennessee, de- 
parted this lire; and 

Whereas, ‘he members of the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee, animated by their love of their old 
commander, who was « member of thi- society, desire 
to give expression to their feelings of admiration of his 
character and services and profound sorrow at his 
death; therefore, 

dtesoWwed, 'That his achievements in the war of the re- 
bellion gave him the unquestioned leadership of that 
mijhty host of patriotic men who fought for and saved 
the Union. In great emergencies, in the crisis of bat- 
tle, he was so seif-reliant, so self-possessed, filled with 
such unquailing courxge, and so fertile of resources 
that he 
struggle, 


was the master spirit of that great 
and the enemy and _ the _  ~»people 
learned to repose absolute confidence in is 
skill, his courage, his wisdom, and his prudence. 
His signal triumph in arms was marked and crowned 
by a magnanimity to the vanquished unparalleled in 
the history of war. As President of the United States 
he met and dealt with the most difficult and baffling 
problems of government and statecraft, both domestic 
und foreign, and his wisdom, firmness, and modera- 
tion caused their settlement in the interest of the 
honor, the peace, and the repose of the country. He 
was a man of unfailing kindness of heart. of guileless 
friendship, and of singular simplicity and purity of 
character. 

Res: lved, That in his death the Nation lost {ts first 
and greatest citizen, and that the love and gratitude 
now felt for his great services willincrease with com- 
ing years.

THE MANITOBA’S ACTION. 

Curcaao, Sept. 10.—Railroad men here 
interested in the lines in the Northwestern 
Traffic Association are greatly exasperated at 
the action of the Manitoba Company in cutting 
loose from its connecting roads in the associa- 
tion and forming an alliance with the Cana- 
dian Pacific. Measures of retaliation have been 
discussed to-day. It is considered likely that 
new roads will be built into the Red River 
country, in which the Manitoba has a monopoly 
at present. The Manitoba officials feel reason- 
ably sure that the Traffic Association 
limes can do their road little harm, 
as under the Canadian law no_ roads 
can be constructed in Manitoba within 
25 miles of the United States line, and connec- 
tion cannot, therefore, be established with the 
Canadian Pacific. It appears, however, that 
there is an old but valid charter for the con- 
struction of a road up the Saskatchewan 
Valley, and it is probable that this line 
will be built. It is said that the Grand 
Trunk has been expecting the present action of 
the Manitoba Road, and has for some time been 
maturing plans for the construction of the Sas- 
kKatchewan Valley Line. Commissioner Carman, 
of the Northwestern Traffic Association, has 
issued a circular abrogating all existing arrange- 
ments between the Manitoba line and the asso- 
ciation.

HELPING BALTIMORE AND OHIO, 

CHAMBERSBURG, Penn., Sept. 10.—Mr. 
Thomas P. Roberts, who was Chief Engineer 
of the construction of the Baltimore and Cum- 
berland Valley Railroad, claims to have heard 


that heavy individual stockholders of the Read- 


ing propose to make a proposition to the Balti- 
more and Ohio people to help them out of the 
South Pennsyivanige dilemma by making a con- 
nection. The Baltimore and Ohio could build a 
road trom Garrett’s station across South 
Pennsylvania to connect. with the Reading 
for $7,000,000. A line has been surveyed 
from Garrett's by way of Buffalo Creex, Deeter’s 
Gap, New-Baltimore, along the Rayston Branch 
of the Juniata, through Bedford and Everett, 
thence tunneling Sideling Hill with one tunnel, 
thence through Fulton County on water courses 
to Knobsville, where another tunnel will give 
entrance into Franklin County. where the con- 
nection could be made with the Western Mary- 
land at Chambersburg, and_through the beauti- 
ful Cumberland Valley to Harrisburg, and con- 
necting there with the Reading system. The 
building of this road would give Pittsburg an- 
other outlet. and it would be sustained and sup- 


ported by the residents of Southern Pennsyl- 
vania. 


SEVERE ON PACIFIC ROADS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Inquiry at the 
office of the Commissioner of Railroads shows 


that no reports regarding the floating debt of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company have been 
received since December last. At that time the 
floating debt was $11,306,000, but the company 
claimed an offset of $7,930,000. 

Assistant Secretary Jenks, of the Interior De- 
partment, has turned his attention to the rail- 
road branch of his duties. He expresses himself 


very much dissatisfied with what he finds. The 


reports of the Union and Central Pacific are to 
him most unsatisfactory. He says the subsidized 
roads are evidently being stripped of everythirg 
valuable, so that when the Government has to 
act it will find nothing to take hola of. The 
nexlect of the Government’s interest in the past 
hes been, he thinks, most shameful. He pro- 
poses to suggest to the Commissioner of Rail- 
roads a system of reports demanding informa- 
tion that will be of value, even to requiring a 
report of the proceedings of the Directors’ 
meetings. The Commissioner of Railroads is, 
he says, endowed by law with all the powers of 
a Congressional committee, but this authority 
does not seem to have been exercised. In his 
proposed energetic reforms he 1s confident of 
the hearty co-operation of Gen. Johnson, the 


new Commissioner.

CurcaGco, Sept. 10.—The open rate on 
grain and provisions to New-York to-day was 
10 cents, to Philadelpbia 8 cents, and to Balti-

THE STORM ON THE LAKES.

MUCH WRECKAGE ON THE SHORES AND 
PROBABLE LOSS OF LIFE. 
CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 10.—The easterly gale 
which swept the lake Tuesday and yesterday 
was more severe and greater in area than any 
other gale of the season. The returns thus far 
show that the damage to the shipping ex- 
posed to the wind was quite general. 
The lake, on the west shore, between 
Chicago and Milwaukee is filled with floating 
lumber, shingles, and lath, and in various places 
small pieces of wreckage have been seen. A 
number of vessels are long overdue 


here, and their coming is anxiously 
awaited. An unknown vessel was wrecked 
at Two Rivers, Wis., yesterday. Tne shore is 
strewn with sails and rigging, cabin furniture, 
ortions of cabin, cordwood, and cedar posts. 
The main part of the hull, which looks to be 
greatly, broken up, is about five miles 
north of the harbor piers, Nothing was 
found to indicate the name o the 
vessel except a piece of the monkey rail, painted 
white, with black letters spelling ‘* Milton.” 
No bodies have been discovered on the shore, 
and unless the crew abandoned the vessel, 
or vessels wrecked and sought safety in 
some other craft they must have perished. 
Reports are coming in of many vessels having 
gone ashore and others seen in distress which 
could not be reached, and it is feared that the 
loss of life and property is great. There was a 
repetition of the storm last night which caused 
vessel men much anxiety. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 10.—Late reports 
from the storm on Lake Huron indicate that the 
vessels which were caught in the storm were 
badly damaged, but none of them was lost. 
The Sand Beach breakwater was damaged by 
the waves to the extent of $4,000.

CLES AND TRICYCLES. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 10.—Five thou- 
Sand persons witnessed the bicycle contests in 
Hampden Park to-day. Howell easily won the 
one-mile safety bicycle race in 2:55, Woodside 
second, Higham third. Woodside made the first 
three-quarters in 0:46 8-5, 1:26, and 2:13 8-5. 

Webber, of England, won the 10-wile amateur 
record race, Furnivall second, Weber, of Smith- 
ville, N. J., third. Webber, the Britisher, and the 
American Weber kept on, and the former made 
20 miles, 685 yards, and 2 feet in an hour, and the 


latter 20 miles and 160 yards. This time, for 20 
tailes, beats all American records as well as the 
English amateur record. 

Cripps ran on the tricycle against time with 
this result: Quarter, 0:43 8-5: half, 1:25; three- 
quarters, 2:10 2-5; mile, 2:53 4-5—beating the best 
record by 4 2-5 seconds, 

Not content with his previous magnificent 
work, M. V. J. Webber came out in the five- 
mile tandem bicycle race, riding with Cham- 
bers. But they fell far behind, taking 
third place only, with Furnivall and 
Cripps first, after close work with English and 
Lambert, who finished a good second. The time 
was very poor after the quarter, which was 
made in 0:44 4-5, when the record was touched.

Engleheart easily won the one-mile safety race 
in 2:5434, Allard. second, Chambers third, and 
Finley fourth. Allard’s time for the half and 
three-quarters was 1:2554 and 2:08 4-5. 

Rome won the thnree-mile race in the 9:10 class 
in 8:30, Powell second, and Rich third.

A MINE OF ROCK SALT, 


i ed 


THE FIRST BED EVER FOUND BY MINING IN 


AMERICA. 
RocHESTER, Sept. 10.—The wells in War- 
saw Valley and at Piffard,jin the Genesee Valley, 
have already attained a reputation through- 


out the country for the fino quality of 


their salt products, and the shipments 
of this article to New-York and other points has 
become an important matter to the railways on 
the lines of which the wells are situated. Ars 
o’clock this morning a gang of men engaged in 
sinking a shaft at Piffard struck the first bed 


of rock salt ever reached by mining on 


the continent, and the first salt mine in 
America was opened at a depth, in a 
perpendicular line from the _ surface, of 
995 feet. The first bucketful of the saline sub- 
stance brought to the surface was mixed witha 
rocky shale, showing that the miners had just 
reached the upper surface. In a short time, 
however, several iarge pieces were brought up 
which were mostly composed of salt crystals re- 
sembling white quartz. It was very strong to 
the taste. 

The history of the present enterprise is an in- 
teresting one. Messrs. Freeman and Barker left 
New-York City on a prospecting tour for salt 
in April, 1888, when the deyelopment of the 
Warsaw region wasin its infancy. They thor- 
ougbly inspected both the Warsaw and Genesee 
Valleys, andin June of the same year began 
drilling a series of test wells in the Pif- 
fard region, the wells varying in distance 
from one-half to one mile apart. The object 
was not to produce salt from the brine, but to 
mine it on the same prinoiple as that employed 
in Austria. The wells were drilled, and in 
several of thema strong brine was produced. 
The prospectors finally selected a spot on the 
farm of Joseph D. Lewis, upon the site of 
a stone quarry, and here, on Aug. 4, 1884, the work 
of sinking ashatt was begun by a force of 10 
men in charge of the Superintendent, John H. 
Gray. Since its commencement the work bas 
been going on constantly nichtand day. Three 
gangs of men are now working eight hours each 
day. Limestone was the first rock encountered, 
and then followed Hamilton shale, Marcel- 
lus Hmestone, coniferous line rock, bastard 
limestone, magnesium lime rock, and a bastard 
Heidburg limestone. The first bed of salt was 
reached yesterday. The second bed, which is 58 
feet in thickness, is separated by a few feet of 
shale. Ten tons of aoerceee have been used 
in blasting rock. The Empire Salt Company is 
operating the mines. It was organized in New- 

ork City with a capital of $600,000 in shares of 
$100 each. Its officers are William Foster, Jr., 
President; C. Q. Freeman, Vice-President; R. 8, 
Walter, Secretary and Treasurer; William Fos- 
ter, Jr., C. 0. Freeman, R. 8. Walter, A. W. 
Trotter, and W. R. Barber, Board of Directors.

SUSPECTING YELLOW FEVER. 

Dr. Swartwout, of the Chambers-Street 
Hospital, went Wednesday night with an ambu- 
lance to the Merchants’s Hotel, in Cortlandt- 
street, to remove Henry Wilson, of No. 441 East: 
Lombard-street, Baltimore, who had been at- 
tended there by Dr. A. 8. Diossy. Wilson went 
to the hotel on Monday, and he was believed to 
be master or mate of a schooner or tug, 
and it was understood that he had 
only been in New-York a few days. 
Dr. Diossy told Dr. Swartwout that his diagnosis 
was septic fever, and that the patient suffered 
from an abscess of the leg and pneumonia. 
Wilson was taken direct to the New-York Hos- 
pital, and yesterday morning his symptoms were 
considered those of yellow fever, and he 
was removed to Bellevue Hospital, * where 
he died in three _ hours. he pbhysi- 
cians then gave notice to Dr. James B. 
Taylor, Chief of the Second Sanitary Division, 
that there was a ** dead case” of yellow fever at 
the institution and he hurried there with San- 
itary Inspector Conant, An autopsy had been 
made and the case was set down as suspicious, 
although there waa no_ discoloration of 
the skin. Drs. Taylor and Conant ex- 
amined the organs and decided that the 
disease was not yellow fever, but pernicious 
fever or septic fever. This was not agreed to by 
those who made the qusorey. An effort to dis- 
cover where Wilson had been failed. He told 
Dr. Diossy all about himself, but Dr. Dioss 
went out of town yesterday afternoon and will 
not return until to-day. At the New-York Hos- 
pital he was delirious, but was understood to say 
that he had recently come from South or’ Cen- 
tral America.

DETERMINED TO DIE. 


CALKING UP THE WINDOW AND DOOD 
BEFORE TURNING ON THE GAS. 

Two well behaved, unobtrusive te\ 
who appeared to be foreigners, hired a rootii 
Tuesday night at William Smyer’s hotel, No. 
8 Bowery, and passed the night there. 
Wednesday night one of them returned 
and took a room. Yesterday afternoon 
an odor of gas in the corridor drew attention ta 
this room, and when the transom window, which 
was closed, was swung open it was discovered 
that it bad been calked with pieces of qa red 
handkerchief, that the room was full of gas 
from a burner turned full on, and that the oc- 
cupant lay dead on the bed. He had committed 
suicide deliberately, for beside calking the tran- 
som window and putting bed clothes to the crack 
under the door, he had removed a patent con- 
trivance on the gas burner which economized 
and controlled the flow ot gas. The suicide wag 
a keen-visaged man of about 30 years. He hada 
ehort, straight nose, brown eyes, and prominent 
cheek bones. His brown hair was cut close, and 
he wore whiskers. He was about 5 feet 10 inches 
in height, spare, but well knit. 

His white shirt was spread on a chair so as to 
expose the bosom, on which was written boldly

THE EVILS OF STEEPLECHASES. 

It will be.good newsto the admirers of 

honest racing to know that the American Jockey 

Club has seriously discussed the question of elim- 


inating steeplechases from its programmes after 
the present racing season. A go steeplechase 
is worth seeing now and then, but the mania for 
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them has caused true sportsmen much regret. 
Every cripple unfit for racing on the 
flat is turned into a steeplechaser, and 
there is in consequence a_ constant 
dread of serious accidents in the minds 
of racing officials. The spice of danger 
makes these races very attractive to some peo- 
ple. They have degenerated, however, into 
mere vehicles for gambling and fraud, and the 
respectable jockey clubs are beginning to realize 
that the influence exerted by the owners of 
“jumpers” is not wholesome. The National 
Jookey Club, realizing the necessity for prompt 
action in the matter, has announced that there 
will be no steeplechases or hurdle races at its 
coming Fall meeting. . 


OPPOSING THE EARL BILL.

VETERANS APPEALED TO BY THE CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM ASSOCIATION. 

The Civil Service Reform Association is 
sending out for distribution throughout the 
city and State many thousands of circulars call- 
ing attention to a circular recently issued ask- 
ing old soldiers to demand the passage of the 
Earl bill at the next session of the Legisiature. 
The Earl bill, which provides for the appoint- 
ment to office of honorably discharged soldiers 


or sailors without the usual competitive exam- 
inations under the civil service rules, is opposed 
by the Civil Service Reform Association on the 
ground that it will practically establish a mili- 
tary aristocracy and exclude trom employment 
in the classified civil service of the State and its 
cities ali intelligent citizens who have not been 
in the army, and ail intelligent veterans com- 
petent to pass appropriate examinations who 
have not made themselves acceptable to ap- 
pointing officers. 

The association claims that it is a bill to en- 
able a few men to appropriate the richts of their 
companions in arms and of the people of the 
State, who have been educated in her work- 
shops and her common schools, and calls upon 
all old soldiers to “resent this insult to the 
American soldier, which claims that he is not 
the equal of other citizens, and pictures him as 
a whining and incapable intriguer, sneaking in 
to steal away the rights of his neighbors.” It 
is to the interest of all, fhe circular claims, 
that the public business shall be performed 
by those most competent, and it is for all good 
citizens to denounce as it deserves this proposed 
outrage, and to see that no man shall be sent to 
the Legislature who will not support the laws 
for the reform of the civil service. The circular 
closes with the appeal: “Veterans! The law 
now affords an equa] chance to all, in proportion 
to fitness, to enter the public service. Whena 
candidate for the Legislature or for Congress 
asks for your vote, ask him whether, if elected, 
he means to try by his vote to exclude you from 
the right which the law now guarantees to you.” 





TAKING POISON SURE TO KILL, 


deiinintantlllp geaasidies 
A SUICIDE WHO WENT AT HIS WORK ME- 
THODICALLY. 

Moses Froehlich was a manufacturer of 
glass signs,and hadashop in the sky parlor of 
the building at No. 173 Canal-street. Three years 
aco his wife left him,and since then he has 
often talked of suicide. To add to his troubles 
business bas been bad lately. He went to his 
shop before sunrise yesterday morning, and 
mixed a preparation containing hydrochloric 
acid, which is used for embossing glass. It is so 
powerful that it will eata hole through a win- 
dow pane in a few hours. He drank about a gill 
of it, and then walked to the Sixth Precinct Po- 
lice Station and told the Sergeant in charge what 
he had done. He was removed tothe Chambers- 
Street Hospital, where he died a few minutes 
after 7o’clock. In his pocket was found a letter 
addressed to Max Kaufmann, editor of a Masonic 
journai called the Corner Stone. It reads: 

MY DEAR MAX: Iam lost. Havethe goods made 
up and see that each man gets his wages. Inform my 
beloved brother, In my pocket isa letter, deliver or 
send the same to my sister—in the black frock coat. 
Life is not worth while living, as I hope my trouo!es 
are at an end and peace and hope. You will think of 
my troubles, as I explained alito you long ago, but 
see it is of no use for worriment, and for what? Your 
friend, MOSE FROEHLICH. 

The deceased had a mother and brother living 
in Newark. His brother is senior partner ina 
large wholesale liquor house. 





BEATEN WITH A CHAIR. 

The hilarity of the patrons of Mrs. 
Schwertferger’s saloon in Woodhaven, Long 
Island, was checked very suddenly at a late 
hour on Wednesday evening by the oppearance 


in the doorway of her husband, Frederick, who 
had not been seen in Woodhaven for six months, 
Schwertferger strode across the floor amid per- 
fect silence and seated himself at the end of the 
bar. He had abandoned his saioon six months 
before by reason of the activity of the Sunday 
Observance Association ot Jamaica, which had 
been trying for several years to compel him to 
obey the law. When he left Woodhaven his 
wife, itis said, formed a sort of copartnership 
with Julius Weskotsel, his bartender, and re- 
opened the place. 

Schwertferger sat g while in sullen silence, and 
then leaning overthe bar tried to induce his 
wife to leave the saloon and go away with him. 
The conversation ended by Schwertferger seiz- 
ing achair and strikine her severel hard blows 
overthe head. Mrs. Schwertferger fell insensibie 
to the floor, and the patrons of the saloon made 
a hasty escape through the windows and door. 
Schwertferger then drew a long knife and made 
a lunge at Weskotsel, who dodged and ran out 
at the back door, followed by three or four shots 
from a revolver. Schwertferger was arrested 
soon afterward while sitting by the prostrate 
body of his wife, and was taken to Jamaica to 
await examination to-day. Mrs. Schwertferger 
is very badly injured. Dr. Coombs, who was 
called to attend her, has doubts of her recovery.

JEAN DURAND'S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 

Cries of ‘‘ Murder’? summoned a police- 
man to the second floor of a small house in Ber- 
gen Line-avenue, Union Hill, N.J., yesterday 
morning. As he rushed in he saw Jean Durand, 


a member of the firm of Durand & Michel, silk 

weavers, fall to the floor. ** That man shot me,” 

he gasped, pointing to Claude Stuval, who oc- 

cupied the rooms. Stuval, who is an old man, 

had also been shot, and was washing a wound in 

his wrist. His wife and Victorine Moquette, a 
oung French girl, insistedthat Durand had shot 
imself. 

The girl told this story: Some time ago she ap- 
plied to Durand & Michel toremployment. Du- 
rand engaged her at once, and asked her to 
board in his house. She staid there, she said, 
until his attentions became such as to drive her 
away, whenshbe found shelter under Stuval’s 
roof. Durand became very angry and threat- 
ened to kill her at sight, Early yesterday morn- 
ing, according to Victorine’s story, Durand 
forced his way into Stuval’s apartments. He 
carried a revolver, and marched at once tothe 
room in which Stuval and his wife were sleep- 
ing. Hesaid he had come to kill the old man, 
and Stuval leaped from his bed to defend himself, 
The men struggled desperately for the possession 
of the revolver. Finally it was discharged. 
Durand fell to the floor, shot in the head, and 
Stuval reeled back against the wall, with the re- 
volver in his hand. Stuval asserts that Durand 
tried to take his life, and then shot himself, and 
Victorine says she saw him put the revolver to 
his head and pull the trigger.

FOUND DEAD IN HIS CHAIR. 


DR, ROTHENHAUSLER’S LIFE WRECKED BY 
A TOO AMBITIOUS WIFE. 

A little front room-on the first floor of 
an apartment house at No. 13 Eldridge-street 
has been used as an office for nearly two years 
by Dr. Frederick W. Rothenhausler. The walls 
are covered with anatomical pictures, a shelf in 
one corner contains a set of dusty medical 
works, and onthe mantel a row of grinning 
skulls have been arranged between busts of 
Washington and Lincoln. The room also con- 


tains a cabinet with bottles, vials, and medicine 
enough to start a drug store, Many of these are 
deadly poisons. The doctor was found dead in 
his office chair yesterday morning, and it is _be- 
lieved that he took one of these. A_few days 
ago he drew a revolver on Philip Bendit and 
threatened to shoot him because he would not 
give up a parrot which he had tound and which 
the doctor claimed as his. Bendit had his assail- 
ant arrested, and he was under $500 bail to ap- 
pear before J udge Power yesterday and answer 
to a charge of felonious assault, 

The doctor was fearful of being sentenced to 
imprisonment, and only Wednesday night he 
went to Policeman John Elterich, who arrested 
him, and begged him with tears in_ his 
eyes to intercede for him. He went home about 
midnight in an intoxicated condition. He was 
seen alive once subsequently, and that was at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning, when he went to a 
hydrant in the yard to get a drink. Three hours 
later a saloon keeper, who disputed his claim to 
the parrot, entered his office. The doctor sat in 
his chair, his legs croased, and his head thrown 
easily back as if in repose. He did not answer 
when spoken to, and his visitor was the first to 
discover that he was dead. A partially emptied 
glass of beer was at his elbow and a vial con- 
taining hydrate of chloral was on the mantel. 
The liquor was set aside for analysis. 

The doctor is said by his neighbors to have 
shown symptoms of a weak'minrd ever since the 
Spring of 1883. Up to that time he had practiced 
ina Long Island village, but at the repeated 
solicitations of an ambitious wife he removed to 
New-York. The apartments rented were larger 
than his wife and three children needed, and a 
boarder was advertised for. The spare room 
was finally rented to a spruce young man of 25 
named Henry Klaus. In September of the same 
year be eloped with the doctor’s wife, taking all 

is children, ‘For a year the doctor fol- 
lowed them about from place to place, and 
during that period obliged them to change their 
dwelling place 15 times. Just one year after the 
elopement he found his family at No. 544 West 
Fifteenth-st. His wife had given birth to a 
child two days previous, and on the same day its 
guilty father had died. Tne doctor went to the 
funeral, but not in the erapacity of a mourner. 

On May 9 of the present year Judge Barrett 
granted him an absolute divorce from his un- 
faithful wife. Since then he had been a heavy 
drinker, and,so his neighbors say, had been 
“light o* the head.’? He has a brother living in 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., who has been sent for.

MR. KEILEY DECLINES AGAIN. 


CONVENTION OF THE IRISH CATHOLIC BE- 


NEVOLENT UNION, 

The convention of the Irish Catholic 
Benevolent Union met again yesterday morning 
at No. 873 Fulton-street, Brooklyn, and the re- 
port condemning Austria’s action in refusing to 
accept Minister Keiley came up for discussion. 
Father Barry, who the day before had wished to 
have Italy incorporated in the condemnatory 
report, said that he withdrew his suggestion, 


and the report as originally drafted was adopted. 
A resolution recommending that Catholic chil- 
dren be given purely a Catholic education and 
another indorsing the Freedom of Worship bill 
were passed. 

After the recess the election of officers was 
taken up, and notwithstanding Mr. Keiley’s res- 
ignation as President he was unanimously chosen 
again for the office, and a committee o¢ two was 
sent out to find him. During the committee's 
absence M. F. Wilhere, of Pennsylvania, was re- 
elected First Vice-President: J. J. Murphy, of 
Toronto, Second Vice-President; Martin I. J. 
Griffin, of Pennsylvania, Secretary, and the Rev. 
Father James Henry, of Missouri, Treasurer. 
At about 3:30 o’clock the committee sent to find 
Mr. Keiley returned. A most enthusiastic wel- 
come was tendered the Minister as he walked up 
tothe platform, and he stood there bowing and 
smiling fully five minutes. Then the applause 
subsided and Mr, Keilev made a pleasant speech, 
thanking the convention for the honor they 
wished to confer upon him. He said, however, 
be was obliged, painfulas was the duty, to de- 
cline to accept the office. Loud cries of “No,” 
No,” greeted this decision, but Mr. Keiley re- 
gag firm, and adhered to his resolution to de- 
cline. 

* For 12 consecutive years,” said Mr. Keiley, ‘I 
have acted as your President; but now the time, 
I teel, has come when it weuld not be wise or 
best for metoact as suchany longer. [ am a 
sort of a vagrant on the face of the earth, witb. 
out a home and without a State. After calm and 
deliberate judgment lam convinced that you 
must choose some one eise to fill your chief ex- 
ecutive office. [beg of you to do me the favor 
—the personal favor which I assure you it is—to 
accept my resignation.”» Another storm of 
*“No” arose, but finally quieted down, as it 
was plain that Mr. Keiley was determined to 
adhere to his decision. Mr. Greeves, a delegate 
from Pennsylvania, attempted to make asym- 
pathizing speech about Mr. Kelley's relations 
with the foreign Courts which rejected him, but 
he was allowed to say very few words, 

The convention then balloted for three mem- 
bers of an Executive Committee, the result being 
the election of Messrs. Denis Dwyer, of Ohio; 
Col. John Murphy, of Virginia, and Jobn Breen, 
of Massachusetts. After deciding to hold its 
next annual session at Lancaster, Penn., the 
convention adjourned. 





HARD WORK FOR TWENTY-FIVE CENTS. 

The Jacob Brothers manufacture pianos 
on the upper floors of No. 1,329 Broadway. 
Tbeir salesroom and office are on the second 
floor. Two weeks ago some one, evidently a 
crank acquainted with the premises, opened the 
front door at the street entry with a false key, 


and going to the office, took the safe key froma 
cesk, and opening the safe stole $38. On 
Tuesday night the place was again entered with 
false keys, and it is believed by the same person 
who stole the $58. He had made a key to the 
safe, butapparently he doubted the accuracy of 
the counterfeit, as he took with him tools, 
powder, and fuse. Whenthe key proke in the 
lock he shielded the safe, which is 
under a desk near a window on_ the 
Broadway side of the office, with a 
piano cover, and by the light of a candle pro- 
ceeded to try to break it open. He was evidently 
a beginner, for after endeavoring to pry open 
the door of the safe he poured powder in the 
keyhole and set it off several times. Tbe result 
was to strain the lock, damage the lock plate, 
and demolish the packing around the lock. 
Afterward he appears to have again attemptea 
to pry open the door, and had strained it so that 
it opened a couple of inches at the bottom, when 
he abandoned the venture. When the office was 
opened by a clerk it was cloudy with gun- 
powder smoke, indicating that the attempt to 
blow open the safe was made long after mid- 
night.

FEW TYPHOID FEVER CASES. 

Dr. James B. Taylor, chief of the Second 
Sanitary Division, was perusing a newspaper 
bulletin board in Boston on Wednesday, when he 
was startled by the announcement, “ Epidemic 


of Typhoid Fever in New-York!” Dy, Taylor’s 
division deals solely with vaccination and con- 
tagious diseases, and he remarked to the Health 
Officer of the Port of Boston, who was with 
him, that he had come a long way to 
learn something about his own _ business, 
and he explained that the announcement was 
untrue. Dr. Taylor yesterday stated tnat 
there was not only no excuse for fabricating a 
story of a typhoid fever epidemic in this city, 
but that the disease was less prevalent this year 
than last, which was “not a good year for ty- 
phoid.” “In fact,” he added, “the situation, 
instead of inspiring anxiety, isa source of sat- 
isfaction and congratulation. The official fig- 
ures show that from July 26 to Sept. 6, 1884, there 
were 188 cases of typhoid in this city, while from 
July. 25 to Sept. 5, 1885, there were only 157 cases. 
The figures this year show less than ‘the usual 
midsummer and early Fall increage.”
